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CHE TRICKSTER’ S OPPORTUNITY IN 
JEFFERSON COUNTY. 
ENCOURAGING A SENTIMENT IN FAVOR OF 

WADSWORTH—THE GOULD - CONKLING 
COMBINATION LIKELY TO, BE DISAP- 
POINTED IN THE RESULT—AGENTS AND 
METHODS IN LEWIS COUNTY. 
' ‘WaTERTOWN, Sept. 6.—‘‘A plague o’ both 
Your houses” is the motto which the Jefferson 
County Republicans might carry on their ban- 
ners to Saratoga. They are not for Cornell; 
they are against Folger, and so they prefer 
Wadsworth. That sums up the situation ina 
few words, but there is much to be said in ex- 
planation. In nocounty in the State, perhaps, 
is the old Garfield sentiment so strong as it is 
in Jefferson, The new and strange Adminis- 
tration has been felt here, but the old one is 
still cherished for what it promised to be, and 
because it promised to be something quite 
different from the present one. In a bright 
nnd neatly kept Republican head-quarters in 
this city, into which THE TIMEs’s correspond- 
ent stepped to-night to watch the proceedings 
of a caucus, Garfield’s picture held the central 
place—the old idol had not been torn down in 
& too hasty attempt to banish the recollection 
of the loved leader who a short year ago lay 
dying at Elberon. The county is full of Gar- 
field Republicans, who call themselves by that 
name. Not to be offensive toany other sort of 
Republicans, but to enjoy the expression of the 
faith that isin them. Three years ago, when 
Cornell was nominated, they did not yearn 
toward him as acandidate, They supported 
him, however, when he was nominated, and 
the man is yet to be found who refuses to ad- 
mit that he has madea good Governor. As 
the Governor’s term drew near to its termina- 
tion it seemed that he would in all probability 
receive the support of this county. Before the 
Legislature met last Winter he had not been 


referred to except as a candidate for renomi- 
nation, and no suggestion was heard about 
seeking another candidate. 

There is a bitter dislike of the Kelly Demo- 
crats here, and the combination between the 
Tammany men and the Republicans in the Le- 
gislature was, justly or unjustly, attributed to 
an arrangement between the Governor and 
Jobn Keily. Little by little the Cornell feel- 
ing diminished. ‘This sign was made the most 
of by a few opponents of the Governor, prin- 
cipally Stalwarts. They found in the editor 
of the Watertown Timesaready ally. Mr. 
3rockway is an experienced journalist, a man 
of influence, and not a Stalwart, but a Gar- 
field man out and out. He is alsothe father of 
ex-Bank Superintendent Lamb’s wife, and 
had a grudge against Gov, Cornell for remov- 
ing Mr. Lamb in order to make a place 
for Mr. Hepburn. In his paper he began a 
systematic battle against the Governor’s renom- 
ination. Without ceasing this has been kept 
up and is going on. Every little act that 
could be criticised has been noted. All the 
slanders that have been uttered against Gov. 
Cornell’s character by Gould’s and Conkling’s 
organs have been reprinted and harped upon. 
Popular feeling, already indifferent to Cor- 
nell, became cooler and _ cooler, until, 
when Wadsworth’s name was first men- 
tioned, the opportunity was seized to direct 
the attention of the Garfield Republicans of 
the district to a man whom they knew 
to be in sympathy with them. If it pleased 
the few Conkling men to encourage it, in the 
bope that if a delegation for Wadsworth could 
be secured it could in anemergency be turned 
over to the Administration, they have, if com- 
mon talk means anything, been entirely de- 
teived. Conkling is as thoroughly detested as 
he was when he buttonholed Senator Bradley 
Winslow at Albany and seduced him into 
voting against the well-ascertained wishes of 
his constitueats. Mr. Winslow was politically 
ruined by persisting in the course he had 
marked out, losing a renomination for the 
Senate when it would otherwise have been easy 
to obtain. Mr. Winslow knows that he sacri- 
ficed himself for Conkling, as many other men 
have done, and it was expected that the Ad- 
ministration would make some provision for 
bim—which it has not done. The pretended 
sympathy of some of the Administration men 
with Wadsworcth’s candidacy wasseen through, 
In taking Wadsworth up the Jefferson Repub- 
licans have done so in the hope of seeing him a 
randidate, 

Recognizing, as politicians must, that it is 
possible Mr. Wadsworth may not have enough 
votes to secure the nomination, and that it 
may become necessary for them to choose be- 
tween Folger and Cornell, they talk about 
their second choice in astrain that will not 
please the Conkling and Jay Gould Stalwarts. 
Of Folger they speak with no sort of admira- 
tion asa candidate. They regard him as the 
Administration man, and believe that if he 
should be nominated and slected he would set 
up a branch establishment of the Washington 
directory, and that they would get the cold 
shoulder in Albany from the start. One 
weil-intormed gentlemen, a Garfield Re- 
publican, declared that he believed 
that the nomination of Folger would 
make the Republicans feel indifferent 
about the election, and perhaps result 
in a loss of 500 votes for the State 
ticket. There is no faith in Folger’s in- 
dependence or strength of character. His 
submission to the superior powers in the ap- 
vointment of such, men as ‘* Mike’’ Dady and 
Norris Winslow has convinced them that he 
is not strong enough to have his own way as 
Governor. For Cornell there is a better feel- 
ing. Outside of the men who direct the utter- 
ances of the Watertown Times will 
be found hosts of Republicans who 
say that if it comes to a _ choice 
between Cornell and Folger, they would choose 
Cornell. They say they would not look for 
better treatment from the Governur than they 
have received, but without regard to favors 
to come, they would select him as their candi- 
date because he is opposed by Conkling. Sena- 
tor Frederick Lansing, who thinks he is the 
only out-and-out Cornell man in the city, says 
that the sentiment of the county is thoroughly 
for Wadsworth. He fully appreciates the 
situation, sees that the Jefferson  Republi- 
rans are playing into the hands of the 
Goula-Corkling managers, and regrets it ex- 
ceedingly. ‘To him the record of the Govern- 
pr is satisfactory, and he considers that his 
re-election would be hailed as an assurance 
that Gould and his ally, Conkling, would be 
kept in check during three years to come, “If 
Foiger should get in, I am afraid,” he said, 
**that we should have to be extremely watch- 
ful, and that public sentiment would have to 
be powerfully strong to overcome the influ- 
pnce of the men who raised him to the Govern- 
prship.” Senator Lansing believes that the 
nature of the attacks recently made on the 
Governor, and the reputation of the men who 
bave made them, should be sufficient to con- 
vince all fair-minded men that the prudent 
thing to do and the decent thing to do would 
be to renominate the man who has been so 
foully slandered. 

It has become apparent that the Conkling 
men are uot pleased to see so positive a move- 
ment for Wadsworth gaining ground here, 
and there is no doubt that they will make an 
effort to secure delegates committed for Wads- 
worth who can be turned over to anybody ex- 
cept Cornel} if the Governor should not develop 
great strength in the convention. Up at Alex- 
andria Bay, which is in the Second Assembly 
District, there kas been a Summer rendezvous 
of Stalwarts—John F. Smyth, Stephen B. 
French, De Witt C. Wheeler, Jacob Hess, and 
pthers—to whom the local Stalwarts from Jef- 
ferson and St. Lawrence have repeatedly gone 
to consult with them about the Governorship. 
It issurmised that these Administration leaders 
have not been so busy fishing that they could 
not contribute of their abundant knowl- 
pdge of political tricks to assist the 
neighborhood Stalwarts in securing a dele- 
gate or two who would, in an emergency, 
vote just as Gould and Conkling may desire. 
At the caucuses to-day the delegates to the con- 
ventions to elect State delegates voted with the 
intention of securing Wadsworth delegates. 
In some instances they instructed delegates to 
bear that preference in mind. The scheme of 
‘the Gouid jobbers will begin to work in the 
pentral conventions of the two Assembly dis- 
tricts, and uniess great precaution is exercised 
sone of the JoaMerson delegates, who will be 

* ghosen as Wadsworth men, will be found be- 
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traying an unseeming alacrity in flying to 

Folger’s side at the first opportunity. The dis- 

trict conventions will be held next week on 

Sept. 12 and 13, 

here is no great degree of confidence ex- 
pressed in the probability of Wadsworth’s 
nomination. Many of the prominent men of 
the party with whom conversations were held 
to-diy admitted that they did not believe the 

Conkling men wanted Wadsworth named. 

The Wadsworth ‘*boom,” they think, has 

grown much larger than the Conkling men de- 

sired that it should, and they know that it was 
encouraged to weaken Cornell rather than 
to strengthen Wadsworth. Congressman Skin- 
ner believes that should Wadsworth be aban- 
doned there weuld be a division of the dele- 
gates, part going to Cornell and part to Fol- 
ger. So far as real preference is concerned 
between the two it could be decided as satis- 
factorily by the flipping of a cent as in any 
other manner. The contest is regarded here 
as narrowed down to these three prominent 
candidates, Gen. ‘‘ Tripod’? Robinson, as he 
is jocularly called, is not considered as looking 
for anything seriously except the second 

mace on the ticket. The Hon. Walter A. 

Vood is considered to be merely a cover for 

the Conkling-Gould candidate, whether Fol- 

ger or some very dark horse vet tobe trotted 
out. No one here asks for Starin as acandi- 
date, although Mr. Starin is admired here for 
his genial personal qualities, as he is by every 
one who has the pleasure of his acquaintance. 

The Jefferson Republicans of all stripes will 
unite in renominating and re-electing the Hon. 
Charles R. Skinner to represent the Twenty- 
second District. His vote on the River and 
Harbor bill against the measure and his known 
support of the Presigent’s veto meet with uni- 
versal approval. At the caucuses to-day in 
Jefferson all the delegations chosen were select- 
ed by his friends and of his friends, Herkimer 
will follow suit, and Lewis will do as the Lord 
wills—as to which more hereafter. In the 
First Assembly District Mr. Isaac L. Hunt 
will be renominated for the Assembly. His 
record is satisfactory to his constituents, who 
have found it to be a good thing to return men 
who have served them well. There is a con- 
test in the Second District, which will not re- 
turn Mr. Binninger. Mr. E. C. Bulkley, of 
Antwerp, seeks the nomination, and so does 
Mr. Isaac Mitchell, of Orleans. Their conven- 
tion in the Second District will be held on the 
13th. 

In Lewis County the agents and methods of 
the Federal Administration are being em- 
ployed in such a way as to render it exceed- 
ing doubtful what the result of the convention 
to choose delegates wili be. The county is be- 
lieved to be for Wadsworth. A little affair 
about the Postmaster at Lowville may settle 
the matter. At the close of the session of 
Congress the President sent to the Senate the 
name of Mr. A, N, Lanpher to be Postmaster 
at Lowville. Mr. Lanpher was promptly con- 
firmed, apparently in forgetfulness or igno- 
rance of the fact that Mr. Skinner had signed 
his application for appointment. Notwith- 
standing the fact that Mr, Lanpher was con- 
firmed and is ready to take possession of the 
oftice, his commission has not arrived. The 
delay in its transmission is easily accounted 
for. It will not arrive until Lewis County 
has selected delegates acceptable to the Gould- 
Conkling men, who are using Assistant Post- 
master-General Hatton to forward their 
cause in the State of New-York. These tac- 
tics are being employed in the Oswegatchie 
Collector’s case to coerce the Republicans of 
St. Lawrence. If they are no more successful 
in Lewis than they have been in St. Lawrence, 
the coercive method will have to be set down 
as a failure in those counties, 

GOULD’S AGENTS IN SCHOHARIE. 

A FORMER EXPERIENCE WITH THE TRICK- 
STER—ADDING TO CORNELL’S FRIENDS 
COBLESKILL, Sept. 7.—It will be recol- 

lected that afew years ago a most daring 

attempt was made by Jay Gould and his part- 
ner, Jim Fisk, to wreck the Albany and Sus- 
quehanna Railroad. It wasin the beyday of 
their power and pillage, when they thought 
they had a firm grasp on the Erie Road, and 
were seeking to bring within their domain 
every road that intersected it. They saw that 
the Albany and Susquehanna afforded direct 
communication with the East, thereby open- 
ing new fields for plunder, and now that, 
after years of unremitting effort by such men 
as Joseph H. Ramsey, one of the most hon- 
ored citizens of this county, the road had been 
built and put on a promising basis, the desire 
possessed these monumental marauders that 
they should have this piece of road, extending 
from Albany to Bingbamton, a distance of 
about 140 miles. The struggle that ensued, 
sudden and fierce, will be long remembered by 
the people in this region. All the towns along 
the Schoharie and Susquehanna Valleys had 
taken a large amount of stock, and as the 
road was of great public benefit, affording 
means of travel and traffic to a region of 


country never before opened up to railroad 
communication, it was confidently believed 
that it would eventually yiela a large profit 
and thus make the stock valuable to the towns. 
But here was a crisis in its affairs that filled 
the inhabitants of this beautiful country with 
great fear. They knew the character of the 
men that had come down, and with breathless 
anxiety they awaited the result. The battle 
waged with desparation, but the invaders 
found before long that they had engaged with 
men like Ramsey and the Hon. Henry Smith, 
the distinguished lawyer of this county, whose 
skill and courage were more than a match for 
them. Sothe Albany and Susquehanna Rail- 
road was rescued from the hands of these de- 
spoilers, and from that time it became a pros- 
perous institution, paying alarge premium on 
the stock belonging to the towns, 

It is quite natural, therefore, that the peo- 
ple, without regard to party, in this part of 
the State should feela lively interest in the 
canvass now going on for the nomination of a 
Republican candidate for Governor, They 
know Jay Gould and have a = mortal 
fear of his designs to control the nomi- 
nation, so that he can have a_ pliant 
““attorney’’ in the Executive chair. Said an 
influential Democrat, coming down on the 
train yesterday: ‘* I have always been a Dem- 
ocrat, but this war on Gov. Cornell by Gould 
and his retainers, because he would not do 
their bidding and defile his great office, has 
made me a Cornell man. I hope he will’ be 
nominated. I will vote for him, and many 
other Democrats within my acquaintance will 
do the same thing. Wehave had some good 
Governors, Democrats too, but none that has 
protected the interests of the people more faith- 
fully than Gov. Cornell.”’ 

Cobleskill has risen from a hamlet to be 
the most enterprising and important vil- 
lage on the Albany and Susquehanna Rail- 
road, except, rhaps, Oneonta. Besides a 
great deal of business, there is now a live- 
ly political interest expressed here, and it 
radiates over the entire county. Schoharie 
is joined with Uister and Greene in Congress 
and Senate districts, but being cut off from 
direct communication with those counties by 
a bigh range of hills its political relations are 
affected more by its railroad connec- 
tions with Albany on the one side and Otsego 
on the other. Heretofore Albany politics have 
influenced Schohurie in almost a controlling 
degree, and, presuming upon former associa- 
tions, an attempt has been maderecently by cer- 
tain members of the Albany machine to direct 
matters for Schoharie Republicans. A change 
of Postmaster at this place three or four weeks 
ago, and before the incumbent's time had ex- 
pired, and the contemplated removal of the 
internal revenue officer at Middleburg, are re- 
garded by Republicans as an pero 
piece of business, The object is well known, 
but it will fail of its end, judging from the 
expression of opinion heard throughout the 
county. An emissary of Gould and company 
has been sent into the county under the guise 
of a Post Office Agent, but the result is seen in 
the activity of only one single Postmaster. 
All the others have thus far maintained a de- 
cent regard for public sentiment. The tempt- 
ing bait of Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
has been offered to a chronic office-seeker of 
the eastern of the county, and he is run- 
ning over the towns trying to pack the coming 
caucus for *‘harmony and the Administra- 
tion.”? Republicans ask here what has the 
nationa! Administration to do, anyhow, with 
whom -the Republicans of New-York shall 
name for Governor? President Arthur 
has not been long enough in office yet 
to settle tne question of approval or disap- 
proval of his Administration. If he wants an 
expression in advance. it would not be in all 


respects favorable, if the misuse of  elage 
be considered. Gov. Cornell has about con- 
cluded his term; therefore Republicans say 
that they can consistenly pass judgment upon 
it, and that judgment here seems to be one of 
exceptional favor. The opposition to the Gov- 
ernor tried to scare Republicans by represent- 
ing that he could not be elected, but when 
many Democrats were found who said they 
would vote for him if a candidate, and no Re- 
publicans could be found who declared they 
would not vote for him, this kind of talk 
ceased. THE TIMES’s article on this subject 
has contributed largely, also, to silence such 
empty and senseless twaddle.

THE GOULD-CONKLING FACTION BEAT- 
EN 1N ONEIDA. 

Urica, Sept. 8.—The stone which the 
builders rejected has become the head of tke 
gorner. Not Roscoe Conkling, but Erastus 
Clark, whom Arthur, at the demand of Conk- 
ling, thrust out of the Utica Post Office in the 
middle of his term, heads the delegation from 
the First Oneida District to the Republican 
State Convention. His associates are D. J. 
Millard, H. J. Cookinham, N. R. Pierce; 
alternates—J. R. Swan, W. J. Scott, Ralph 
Lee, Samuel K. Bailey. All are for Wads- 


wortb, and at all times opposed to any candi- 
date put forward by the national Administra- 
tion. They revresent the protest of the Repub- 
licans of Conkling’s district against Arthur’s 
war on Garfield’s friends. Up to a late 
hour last night it was the purpose of the Stal- 
warts to use a bogus delegation from Collector 
Armstrong’s town of New-Hartford as a basis 
fora bolt and a contesting delegation to Sar- 
atoga. The plan was abandoned to-day, and 
on motion of F. G. Fincke, a Stalwart, 
the New-Hartford difficulty was left to 
the District Committee. This was a com- 
lete surrender, as the committee was 
<nown to be anti-Stalwart. The com- 
mittee decided in favor of the regular dele- 
gates, and the convention organized by elect- 
ing N. R. Pierce, half-breed, as Chairman by a 
vote of 11 to& The State delegates were 
elected by the same vote. A resolution was 
adopted declaring that the sense of the 
convention is in favor of the nomi- 
nation of James W. Wadsworth for Gov- 
ernor, The Stalwarts are much cast down 
by their overthrow in this county, ‘wo dis- 
tricts have gone against them, and the others 
will follow suit, and the County Convention 
will be three to one the same way. Never be- 
fore have the Republicans of Conkling’s coun- 
ty pronounced so emphatically against his 
political methods, and they have spoken now 
in defiance of the utmost efforts of the Federal 
machine and patronage to bring about a dif- 
ferent result. 

The Democrats of the First District held 
their convention to-day, on one day’s notice, 
toelect delegates to Syracuse. ‘Two towns— 
Paris and New-Hartford—were unrepresented, 
not having beld caucuses. In Utica the cau- 
cuses were called and held between issues of 
the party’s daily organ. The convention, 
such as it was, elected Charles K. Grannis, 
John Buckley, and Charles A. Doolittle State 
delegates. The manager of this model snap con- 
vention was John Martin, who last Saturday 
night shockingly beat and stabbed his wife, 
and was arrested on acharge of assault with 
intent to kill.

THE NIAGARA CONTEST. 

LockPrort, Sept. 8.—The Republican cau 
cus of the town of Wheatfield, Niagara Coun- 
ty, First District, to-day elected delegates to 
the District Convention to send delegates to 
the State Convention. These delegates may 
be at once set down as anti-Cornell, and it 
would not be a large stretch of the imagina- 
tion toclass them also as for Folger. This is the 
first report in this district from the county 
since the Lockport city caucuses, and as one- 
half of the delegates have now been elected, 
it is evident that the District Convention will 
send anti-Cornell delegates. Whether they 
shall be Wadsworth or Folger delegates can- 
not at present be predicted. It is expected 
that the contest in the remaining four towns 
will be continued, because the fight between 
the supporters and opposers ot Cornel! is 
very bitter. But the result can hardly differ 
from that indicated above. The remaining 
caucuses are not held until next week, and the 
District Conventions are not held until the 
First District, Sept. 18, and the Second, Sept. 16,

BULL-DOZING BY THE ADMINISTRA 
TION IN BROOKLYN. 

R -ndered desperate by their recent over- 
whelming defeat in the Republican General 
Committee of Kings County, and the steady 
growth of a feeling among the Republicans of 
Brooklyn that the renomination of Gov. Cor- 
nell is necessary for the vindication of the 
party honor, the agents of the Gould-Conkling 


clique are proceeding to lengths which sur- 
prise even old machine politicians. Within aday 
or two Mr. Joseph W. Mills, of the Twentieth 
Ward, who has been employed as an Assistant 
Weigher in the Custom-house at 30 cents an 
hour, was sent for by one of the agents of the 
combination and ordered to support the Ad- 
ministration ticket in his ward.

As soon as 
Mills’s refusal was reported Gen. Grabam, 
Surveyor of the Fort, sent word to the 
district in which the Twentieth Ward man 
worked and ordered that he should be 
given no more work. Mills had been working 
10 hours a day steadily, but when he reported 
tor duty yesterday morning he was informed 
that he could have no more work. A man 
named Harron, one of *‘ Dave’’ Wilson’s heel- 
ers, was given the place. Another flagrant 
instance of attempted bull-dozing took 
place at the mnavy-yard. 3B. Lerenan 
and another man, both laborers, get- 
ting $1 76 a day, and having families 
to support, were called up by ‘* Eph”? Roberts 
and peremptorily dismissed beeause they 
wouid pot consent to work for the *‘ Adminis- 
tration’ in the Ninth Ward. ‘ Eph’ 
Roberts, who isa follower of Police Commis- 
sioner Jourdan, and who founds his claim to 
olitical recognition on his ability to manipu- 
ate primaries in the Eleventh Ward, publicly 
boasted of this great achievement. Roberts 
sees nothing contemptible in depriving a man 
who has a family to support of his means of 
livelihood, because he has manhood enough to 
refuse to permit himself to be bought and sold 
practically as a chattel.

THE HANDWRITING ON THE WALL. 

The Gould-Cornell combination started an 
anti-Cornell boom in Brooklyn amid much 
sound and fury some time ago, but already, 
despite the utmost efforts of those worthy 
lieutenants of Mr. Johnnie O’Brien, Messrs. 


Jourdan, Worth, and ODady, it has 
begun to fizzle out. When O’Brien took 
up his head-quarters at a Coney Island 
hotel and boldly announced’ that he was au- 
thorized to represent the Administration, he 
would be satisfied with nothing less than a 
solid delegation to the State Convention ready 
to do the will ot his raasters. Dady, whose 
political pretensions were until then confined 
to the boss-ship of a ward, was, in order to 
dazzle ‘‘the boys,’’ appointed to a fat Federal 
office; Worth, it was given out, would be 
made Internal Revenue Coliector and distrib- 
utor of spoils, while Jourdan, from his connec- 
tion with the Standard Oil Company’s gas- 
works, fitly represented the monopoly end of 
the combination, and was given a sort of su- 
pervisory direction of the movement. Brook- 
lyn, however, proved to he about the 
very worst place that could be selected 
in which to start an anti-Cornell boom. 
The Governor had enabled the people of that 
city to obtain control of their own affairs, and 
the feeling of resentment which in any event 
would have been aroused by the attempt of the 
Gould-Conkling combination to seize control 
of the Republican Party machinery in Kings 
County swelled into a perfect storm of indig- 
nation when it became thoroughly under- 
stood that the special purpose of the cor- 
ruptionists was to crush Mr. Cornell because 
he had refused to consent to the robbery of 
the people at the bidding of Jay Gould. Tha

to keep up their courage for a while, but they 
began to see the handwriting on the wall, and 
hasten now to explain that they really meant 
all the while to get upa Wadsworth boom, 
and that they are not particularly opposed to 
Cornell.

THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 
A REPORTED EFFORT TO CONSOLIDATE WHICH 
¥ Is NOT CONFIRMED, 
PuILADELPHiA, Sept. 8.—The movement 
started by W. W. Alcorn, of this city, some 
weeks ago, to retire both the Republican State 
tickets and put up a new one on which all fac- 
tions could unite seems to be cropping out in 
an unexpected direction. Mr. Alcorn himself 
has not been pushing it, except by writing to 
a number of influential men, but some of his 
correspondents, who apyroved of his ideas, are 
said to be among the few men who have been 


holding secret meetings in Wharton Barker’s 
office during the past day or two for a purpose 
which has not been fully disclosed, but which 
is understood to have for its object a coalition 
of the Stalwart and Independent Republican 
forces. The following is the best account of 
the new movement that can be obtained now, 
and, as it is principally based on political gos- 
sip, it will have to await further confirmation 
before being accepted as strictly correct. It 
is known that several long and strictly private 
conferences have been held in Mr. Barker’s 
office by a number of leading Republi- 
cans, prominent among whom were Mr. 
Barker himself; Charles E. Smith, editor 
of the Press, and George E. Mapes, 
the trusty lieutenant of Charles 8. Wolfe 
in the latter’s political battles. It is also 
known that a conference was held at the Con- 
tinental Hotel yesterday between Chairman 
Cooper, Secretary Quay, and Gov. Hoyt, of 
which all the information that could be ob- 
tained from the principals was that it was an 
accidental meeting and an informal talk. The 
rest is gossip. A gentleman who is in position 
to know says that the Barker conference has 
been considering a new proposition for peace 
which came from the Stalwart head-quarters. 
What its terms are could not be ascertained, 
but the shape the negotiations are said to be 
in at present is that Gen. Beaver and Senator 
Stewart shall retire from the heads of their re- 
spective tickets and be succeeded by a new 
man, who shall be of known integrity, free 
from boss domination, and able to command 
the entire Republican vote of the State. What 
isto become of the other gentlemen on the 
tickets, how Col. McMichael’s Independent in- 
dependence is to be overcome, and who the de- 
sirable new candidate isto be are points not vet 
determined, or, at all events, not to be ascer- 
tained now. The gentlemen immediately inter- 
ested refuse to talk, andeven Mr. Barker, who 
is usually communicative, positively declines 
to have anything to say. catia Stalwarts 
laugh at the entire report, and declare that 

Seaver wil] never be retired, while Mr. Cooper 
maintains the correctness of his calculations, 
though he now concedes to the Independents 
30,000 votes in the State. It is buheved, how- 
ever, that he is more disturbed than he cares 
to show by the rapidly growing proportions of 
the Pattison boom. The Democratic press of 
the State has. seized upon the Alms- 
house exposures, which were due to some 
extent to Controller Pattison’s firm stand 
in refusing to honor irregular warrants, and is 
claiming the entire credit of them for the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, and as 
the matter grows in notoriety throughout the 
State tbe effect upon the moral mind of this 
persistent assertion is naturally favorable to 
the man for whom the claim is made. It is 
beiieved that the Stalwarts recognize the grav- 
ity of the situation and are dismaved at the 
firm stand maintained by the Indspendents. 
They feel that they cannot afford to lose the 
State this Fall, and hence these renewed efforts 
to effect a reconciliation.

LittLe Rock, Ark., Sept. 8.—Sufficient 
returns are in from the election held Monday 
to insure the election of Berry, the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, by 15,000, against 52,- 
761 majority given Churchill two years ago. 
The most glaring frauds were perpetrated in 
the river counties, which are largely Republi- 
can. Phillips County, which cast for Garfield 
2,367 votes, polls less than 500 Republican 
votes. The shot-gun policy prevented colored 
men from going to the polls, and the special 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 


was made to leave tho town of Helena by a 
mob. In this (Pulaski) county a most out- 
rageous system of fraud was _prac- 
ticed to prevent a fair expression of 
the popular will. On the face of the 
returns the county Republican ticket is 
elected by majorities of from 200 to 700, but 
the Democratic Returning Board will count in 
the Democratic candidates. Under the law, 
the County Clerk and two magistrates consti- 
tute the board to canvass the vote. There are 

30 magistrates in the county, three-fourths of 

whom are Republicans, yet the County Clerk, 

a candidate for re-election, selects two Demo- 

crats to fill the board. The count began to- 

day. After passing on five wards of the city, 
the Sixth Ward, which gave a Republican 
majority of about 500, was passed for future 

consideration.

CHICAGO MARKETS LESS ACTIVE. 


A LITTLE MORE DOING IN WHEAT—PROVI- 
SIONS TENDING LOWER BUT BECOMING 
STEADY. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were somewhat less active to-day, except that 
there was a little more doing in wheat. The tend- 
ency in provisions was toa mueh lower range of 
prices, but they steadied later. They were helped 
down by the reported Knapp failure in New-York, 
that house being interested in pork and lard. Corn 
turned down on continued reports of first-class 
prospects in the South, and became firmer as some 
shorts filled freely at the decline. There was a 
very good shipping demand. Wheat was 
also in better demand for shipment, especi- 
ally Spring, and there was more filling 
of September shorts because of a rumor that the 
market for this month is under the thumb nail of a 
Milwaukee party celebrated inthe annals of cor- 
ners here and there. Oats were less active and 
were relatively strong early in the day, but fell 
back. Rye was again lower and barley unchanged. 
The afternoon feeling was firmer all round and the 
closing prices on the call showed that the de- 
cline of the da had been nearly recov- 
ered. (Regular wheat was deeidedly irregu- 
lar. The market for next month fell off %& 
to 5% cent, and closed at the latest price 
of Thursday, while this month averaged about the 
same as the preseding afternoon and closed 4% 
cent higher. The weather favored an increase 
movement from the country, and it was stated 
that the season is magnificent for Fall plowing. 
This, and the further drop in corn, tended to bear 
futures, but they were prevented from going up 
far by the firmness’for thismonth. There was a 
much better demand for cash lots, especially 
Spring. It was said to be taken for export, though 
exporters said that operators on the other 
side of the Atlantic are holding off for 
still lower prices. It may be, however, that some 
of it was taken to fill September shorts, of which a 
great deal was otherwise filled by parties who un- 
derstood thatsome Milwaukee parties have gota 
“hen” on for this month, having sold the wheat 
for October. Some people intimated a suspicion 
that the point had been circulated too freely to 
warrant its acceptance, their theory being that it 
was a ruse to scare the shorts into covering 
at higher prices than they would otherwise 
nave to pay. The same Milwaukee parties are 
understood to have bought largely for 
November. Corn was somewhat less active, 
though the volume of trading was large and again 
ranged lower. The British markets were quoted 
dul! and easier, and glowing reports came from the 
South in regard to yield, but our receipts were 
much smaiier. The Southern aspect caused early 
weakness, while the decreased supply made the 
shipping demand relatively strong, as it was fully 
equal to the offerings, and probably this induced 
more willingness on the part of certain shorts to 
cover. They did so somewhat freely and a 
firmer tone was the result, but the mar- 
ket fell back again near the close. 
It was remarked that the New-England demand 
continues good enough to take all the corn offered, 
if it was held at 75, though of course buyers are 
glad to get it forless. The outside feeling in corn 
is still bearish, while local operators are more 
chary of selling at the decline. Mess pork closed 
10 cents lower, red Winter wheat \ cent higher, 
regular wheat 4 cent higher, corn firmer, oats 4% 
cent higher for spot and a shade lower for futures.

A SCANDAL 


THE DOUBLE MARRIAGE OF KATIE DICKER- 
SON WITHIN SIX MONTHS. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, Sept. 8.—The town of Bull- 
ville, Orange County, isin a ferment over a scan- 
dal which an order by Judge Barnard to amenda 


marriage contract revealed. During last year Katie 
L. Dickerson, the daughter of Silas H. Dickerson, 
a weli-to-do resident of Bullville, received the 
attentions of Frank Harris, of Blooming- 
burg. Justice of the Peace of the town 
of Mamakating. Samuel Shorter, a young 
merchant, and the Postmaster of  Bullville, 
likewise paid court to Miss Dickerson during the 
latter part of the year, and on Dec. 22 was married 
to her. The wedding was public and was largely at- 
tended. Things went on smoothly until Mr. Shorter 
made the astounding discovery that his wife had 
been previously married to Harris. He straight- 
way sent for her father to take his daughter away, 
and sought to have the marriage annulled. The 
secret was disclosed by finding a record of the first 
marriage, which took place at Ridgebury, 
July 9, 1881, filed in the Town  Clerk’s 
office at Waywayanda. The ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. W. H. Adams, Pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, at his residence, 
after another minister had refused to marry 
the couple. The minister, at the request of the 
pair, did not publish the marriage. He was asked 
not to register it, but this duty he declined to omit. 
No defense was made in the motion before Judge 
Barnard. The ministers who married the girl to 
the two men were witnesses for Shorter in his 
motion. Harris has since sued for a divorce. It 
is charged that Harris connived at his wife's mar- 
riage with Shorter to get rid of her, but this he de- 
nies. tie drove to Buliville on the morn- 
ing of the last wedding to forbid the bans, 
but arrived too late, and then conclua- 
ed to say nothing. A child has been born 
to the girl, the result of the first union, and the 
court will be called upon to settle the question of 
its custody. It is understood that no charge of 
bigamy will be made against the girl, who has not 
yet attained her majority. She did not deny the 
marriage with Harris when accused of it, but said 
she was led into it unwillingly.

A WOLF 1N SHEEP’S CLOTHING. \

ARBEST OF A BANE ROBBER AND SWINDLER 
IN THE GUISE OF A TRIAL JUSTICE. 
PROVIDENCE, Sept. 8.—George F. Willis, 
Trial Justice of Putnam, Conn., was arrested here 
last night on a charge of conspiracy to burn prop- 
erty in Putnam, where a large fire occurred last 
Spring. Willis is about 60 years of age, and, 
as be had been a Deputy United States Mar- 


shal and‘ President of an insurance company, 
heretofore stood well in Putnam. On the Ist of 
June last a large biock of stores in the centre of 
the town of Putyam was burned under suspicious 
circumstances. The Selectmen of the town 
brought the ease to the attention of de- 
tectives, who found that Willis was inter- 
ested with Charles Warren, who occupied 
a fancy goods store in the block which had been 
burned, his stock being insured for $2,500. At the 
time of the fire his stock was low. The detectives 
claim to have tracked him to Boston with a gang 
of bank sneak-thieves who had stolen some bonds 
which they wished him to negotiate, and, while 
Willis was trying to convince the thieves that 
he was worthy of their confidence, he was 
overheard in the adjoining apartment by 
the detectives and H. F. Atwood, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Rochester German Insurance Company, 
which had been a loser by the fire. Later they 
tracked him to Providence, where, it is said, as a 
test for the bank sneak-thieves, he went with them 
to commit a robbery onthe National Bank of West- 
minster. He remained outside the bank while the 
men went in and took a package of money, be- 
lieved to be $50,000. He met. them ata hotel in 
Providence, and they talked over the robbery, 
Willis telling them a good deal of his past life, and 
recounting his exploits as President of a fire in- 
surance company in Connecticut, which he had 
largely defrauded. He had also been connected 
with a New-York insurance company, and had 
stolen money of private parties in Putnam. At 
this stage the concealed detectives arrested Willis 
and will arrest Warren.

It is generally supposed that this defendant is 
William H. Turner, who was the clerk in charge 
of star routes in nearly all of the Western Ter- 
ritcries when Brady was Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General. His acauittal was ex- 
pected because counsel for the Government in- 
dicated in their arguments that they did not 
desire to insist upon his conviction. The jury: 
is passing the night at a hotel, in the custody 
of officers of the court, and at 10 o’clock to 
morrow morning the court will again be in 
session to receive its verdict or its announce- 
ment of failure to agree. 

The prominent feature of the day’s proceed: 
ings was the Judge’s charge. The efforts of 
counsel had become things of the past, and 
public attention was centred upon this magis- 
trate. Judge Andrew Wylie may be regarded 
as an admirable example of a magistrate and 
gentleman of the oldschool. In appearance 
he is venerable, impressive, and dignified. 
With this man on the bench, the dirty and 
poorly furnished room where sits the Criminal 
Court of the District of Columbia is 
unmistakably a temple of justice. The 
strong profile and heavy overhanging 
eyebrows of this magistrate offer no comfort 
to criminals, but his severity at times is ex- 
changed for a most genial smile. He speaks 
slowly, and his sentences are punctuated by a 


gutteral sound, almost a cough, a mannerisi0 
which is never absent from his speech. Not 
only is this Judge truly‘learned in the law, but 
also in the history of the law and-in the best 
literature of the English tongue. 

The charge was one from which the defend- 
ants could get no satisfaction. From the out- 
set it was against them. Having sketched the 
history of brady’s demand for $2,000,000 from 
Congress, and of the subsequent investigation, 
he instructed the jury as to the parts of the in- 
dictment which should receive their attention, 
with reference to the proof needed for the es- 
tablishment of the conspiracy. One by one hé 
swept away the technical claims made by the 
defense. He asserted that any overt act proved 
on one route is an overt act under all of the 
contracts, and that a conspiracy might be es- 
tablished by proof on only one route, followed 
by only one proved overt act. Huis remarks 
on the nature of proof needed to establish con- 
spiracies were in contradiction to tha oft- 
repeated assertions of tbe defense. Taking up 
the route from Vermiliion to Sioux Falls, Da- 
kota, on which the pay wes raised from $398 
to $6,133, by a short but masterly analysis of 
the evidence he exposed the scheme of the con- 
spiracy and exhibited many of the absurdities 
of the defense. 

As he was proceeding in his cold and merci- 
less statement of the facts Mr. Henkle, coun- 
sel for Vaile and Miner, rashly suggested that 
the obnoxious orders had been made by French, 
Brady’s‘chief clerk. ‘** But ‘do this. Brady,’ 
is there,’’ quickly replied the Judge. In alow 
voice Mr. Henkle admitted this. ‘* Brady was 
French’s master,” continued the Judge, with 
some animation, ‘* and French obeyed his or- 
ders, and when the Congressman who had 
asked for the increase urged that the old time 
should be restored, by an equally brief and 
peremptory order from Brady he was told 
that it could not be done. 

This interruption was an unfortunate one 
for the defendants. As the Judge proceeded 
he was closely followed by those defendants 
who were in court. Brady sat directly in 
front of him, leaning forward. His eyes, shel- 
tered by glasses, seemed weak, and his eyelids 
were contirually rising and falling. He had 
lost hiseasy confidence, and his expression wag 
one of intense anxietv. Ex-Senator Dorsey 
was absent. The other defendants seemed to 
regard the charge as avery serious matter. 
The Judge’s remarks about the use of 
truth to bolster up fraud were re- 
garded as very effective and especially 
applicable to the case. Having given the jury 
a few words of advice, he closed with a cau- 
tion that not even the approaches of ‘‘ jury- 
fixers” should be allowed to preventthem from 
considering the case calmly and dispassion- 
ately. Mr. Ingersoll desired that members of 
the jury should be allowed to discuss among 
themselves these attempts to bribe them, but 
the Judge did not approve his suggestion. 
After the charge counsel for the defense con- 
sumed nearly three hours in endeavoring to 
secure additional instructions in accordance 
with the prayers which they had submitted. 

There seemed to be nothing in the charge to 
which they did not object. The effect of these 
attempts made by Mr. Henkle and Mr. Totten 
was to prolong the charge, for the Judge, in de- 
clining nearly every prayer, eniphasized what 
he had already said by additions which were 
of the same nature. In the course of the after- 
noon counsel thus elicited a vigorous expres- 
sion of opinion about the testimony of Secre- 
tary Teller and Gen. Sherman, and concern- 
ing the theory that officers of an executive 
department should be governed by the recom- 
mendations of Congressmen instead of 
by the law. The Judge’s common sense 
views of official propriety and integrity 
were frequently and emphatically made 
known. At last the contest which counsel {or 
the defense had carried on for three hours for 
the purpose of securing instructions upon tech- 
nical points in their favor came to an end, and 
it was the unanimous opinion that if would 
have been wiser not to have begun if. It was 
a stubborn fight, and one scarcely to be ex- 
pected from counsel professing tu be sure of a 
verdict of acquittal. 

The jury went out ‘just before 2 o’clock. 
The members were not allowed to take the 
notes which they had made, and several 
bundles of note-books, the work of three 
months, were deposited with the clerk, They 
took the indictment for the purpose of reading 
it. Tne Judge had directed them to report at 
6o’clock. At that houra crowd again filled 
the court-room, which was lighted by 
a lamp standing on the Judge’s desk, 
In their seats were Miner, ‘Turner, 
Vaile, Rerdell, and John W. Dorsey. Brady 
sat upon a fire-plug in front of the Court- 
house and ex-Senator Dorsey sat near him in 
bis carriage. The jury came in and the fore- 
man announced that they had not reached a 
verdict, except as to one of the defendants, 
whom he did not name. ‘ That won’t do,” 
said Judge Wylie. Counselfer the Government 
came m and were told about the announce- 
ment which the foreman had made. The Judge 
then sent the jury to its room, and instructed 
the bailiffs to prepare for its entertainment 
during tbe night. It is believed that a de- 
cision in regard to Turner was reached im- 
mediately after the indictment had been 
read. The jury had had little time for 
any discussion about other defendants, 
A good part of the three hours had 
been consumed in reading the  indict- 
ment, 89 printed pages, and ia eating dinner. 
Counsel for the Government are very confident 
of a verdict of guilty, but willnot be surprised 
if it should not be reached until Monéay. 
Counsel for the defendants were not in very 
good humor in court today, but their oppo- 
nents seemed to be very well satisfied with the 
situation. 

Nearly all the facts in relation to the many 
and continued attempts to bribe members of 
the jury remain locked up in the breasts of 
Judge Wylie and the jurymen who appealed 
to bim, t many rumors, having more or 
less foundation, have got into circulation, and 
short statements have been publicly made oy 
one or two jurors. It is known, from their 
own statements, that Foreman Dickson and 
Juror McCarthy were approached, and it 
is believed that et least six of the 
jurors have similar stories to tell. In the 
startling anouncement made in court yestex 
day Judge Wylie very properly did not fix the 
responsibility for these approaches upon either 
side of the case. This omission gave Brady's 
daily paper an opportunity to assert that the 
approaches had been made by agents of the 

overnment, who were undertaking to prevent 
a verdict of acquittal by banging the 
jury. _ This paper vublishes this attarnuumo

On the other hand, Juror McCarthy 
says that he has been approached twice in the 
interest of the defense, and stories are told 
about the offer of large sums to others in 
the same interest. {tf is believed that 
the representatives of the Government 
havo for some time been in possession 
pf interesting facts relating to offers made. 
Mr. Ingersoll says that his clients have done 
nothing improper. Mr. Henkle is suro that his 
clients have had nothing to do with the offers, 
and Mr. Williams talks to the same effect, add- 
Ing that many improper persons have been 
brought to this city from Philadelphia by the 
Government and employed in shadowing 
etc and talking with them. Rumors will 
nerease in number until the facts are authori- 
tatively given to the public, but at present it 
is practically impossible to verifv them.

THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The Criminal: Court 
room was crowded this morning with spectators, 
different in character, however, from the audiences 
of former days. There were. only one or two 
ladies present, and the chairs were all occupied by 
members of the Washington Bar. All the defend- 
ants, except Stephen W. Dorsey, were early in at- 
tendance, while the only attorneys who were 
absent were the Attorney-General and Mr, Hine... 
Judge Wylie came in a few minutes after 10’ 
d’clock, and, the court having been‘calied‘together, 
Slelivered the following charge to the jury, speak- 
ing in a clear, deliberate voice: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE JuRY: Aftera-yery protracted 
trial, you and I are now about to enter on the per-. 
formance of the important duties devolved on us 
respectively in regard to this. case. I acknowledge 
the difliculty myself, and. suppose you experience 
it, of bringing my mind down to a calm, dispas- 
sionate consideration of the facts and law in this 
case. I shallnot presume to take on myself the 
performance of anything like a professional lec- 
ture on the law, In the few observations I have 
to make, it shall be my endeavor totravel over the 
case from one end to the other, so far as, in my 
judgment, it is necessary to do so, taking care on 
my part not to trespass on the domain of the jury. 
The law has made you the exclusive judges of the 
facts in this case, and itis your further power to 
be the ultimate, final arbiters of the Jaw. Your 
power in rendering a general verdict implies that 
Other power. At the same time the traditions of 
the law, practiced in courts from the beginning 
of jury trials, has authorized the court to consult 
With the jury even in regard to the facts. There is 
no doubt that the jury may be often aided in that 
Way; but the opinion of the court is not to be 
taken as obligatory in regard to the facts. I as- 
Bume that the jury will listen attentively to the 
views of the case in regard to the facts, so far as 
the court may refer to them, and not feel them- 
Belves at all bound, but perfectly at liberty to 
pxercise their own judgment according to their 
ponusciences. You have heard what has transpired 
in the Court-house during this trial from the be- 
ginning to this day. Ithink thatI am wholly un- 
tommitted as to the guilt or innocence of these 
fefendants. Some of the reporters for the news- 
papers have inisapprehended, no doubt, the re- 
marks made by the court on a former occasion, 
because I have seen in more than one paper a re- 
mark attributed to the court of a most decided ex- 
ear pe of opinion. lam sure the jury have never 
heard such an opinion. ‘Che court has carefully re- 
frained from offering any expression of his opinion 
ms tothe guilt or innocence of these defendants. 
There was an occasion some time back in the trial 
when the witness Walsh was introduced and the 
question was raised whether he was admissible to 
prove the offerthat had been submitted to the 
pourt. The court did say that, in his judgment, 
there was enouzh evidence of conspiracy to war- 
rant the submission of the case tothe jury. It was 
pn that ground that Walsh’s testimony was ad- 
mitted; not that the court had made up its 
mind that the fact of conspiracy had 
been made out. That is as far as_ the 
count has gone; that is the whole extent to which 
the court has expressed an opinion. I feel, there- 
fore, that i am free from that question, and we 
shali proceed now to look atsome of the features 
of this case, both arising from the law and from 
the facts. I do not propose, however, to travel 
over this case at length. The facts have been so 
amply discussed and are so numerous and s0 com- 
plex that it would not only be avery laborious, but, 
in my view, an unnecessary, undertaking, 

An act of Congress, approved March 3, 1879, en- 
titled ** An act making appropriation for the Post 
Office Department forthe fiscal year ending June 
BO, 1880,’ contained an appropriation of $5,900,000 
for mail transportation upon star routes. The ap- 
eager was available for the service after June 

30, 1879. Ithad been proved that this appropriation 
was all that was asked for by the department. ‘lhe 
Post Office Department comes nearer to the people 
of this country than any other department of the 
Government. It j therefore a cherished in- 
stitution } Government, and Congress 
bas never hesitated to appropriate the full 
amount of the es'imates of that department. The 
teports of the Post Office Department show that 
for three years preceding 1879 there was an unex- 
pended balance every year to the credit of the 
Post Office Department. This balance amounted 
to $3,900,000. We havein evidence in this case a 
communication from Postmaster-General Key to 
Congress, dated Dec. 8, 1879, in which he trans- 
mits a communication from the Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General, calling atten- 
tion to the insufficiency of the appropri- 
ation for inland mail transportation. and ask- 
ing that the sum of $2,600,000 be reappropriated 
out of the unexpended balances of former appro- 
priations. Here was a communication calculated 
to arrest the attention of Congress and of the 
country. Five months after June 30, 1879, when 
the $5,900,000 was available, there was an apparent 
deficiency of $2,000,000. The attention of Congress 
was arrested and an inquiry instituted in regard to 
the matter. The result of this inquiry was the 
passage of the act of April 7, 1880, appropriating 
$1,100,000 to meet the expenses for inland mail 
transportation on star routes. The second section 
ofthe act prohibited any further expedition of 
Eervice on star routes. 

Aiter some remarks upon this act the Judge said: 
An indictment has been found charging these de- 
fendants with a conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment of the United States for the benefit of the 
several conspirators or alleged conspirators. This 
indictment may be said to have five features. ‘The 
first is the historical part of the indictment. The 
second charges a conspiracy. The third describes 
the overt acts alleged to have been committed in 
pursuance of the conspiracy. The fourth alleges 
the overt acts. The fifth charges the partition of 
money alleged to have been fraudulently taken 
from the Government of the United States. As to 
the historical part, we know all about that, because 
t is found in the acts of Congress establishing the 

ost Office Department. You need trouble your- 
self in no respect in regard to that. As to the 

eans used in carrying out the conspiracy you need 
rouble yourselves nothing about them. Whether 
they are properly described or not in the in- 
Qictment is of no consequence in this trial. 
As to the distribution of the money, that is a mat- 
ter tbat willbe determined by your finding on the 
Se ony of conspiracy and the overtact. If you 
nd the conspiracy, the distribution of the money 
follows. You cannot find the existence of this 
conspiracy as charged in this indictment without 
finding that the conspiracy was for the purpose of 
dividing the money among themselves and of de- 
frauding the United States. So, if you find the con-’ 
sSpiracy, you find the truth of this part of the in- 
ctment. In fact, the only consideration about 
which the jury need concern themselves in their 
deliberations is whether there was a conspiracy, 
followed by overt acts. It has never been held on 
the trial of an indictment for conspiracy that the 
Government was bound to prove the exact means 
escribed in the indictment. So, wh2n the 
dictment declares that there are several 
vontractors having 19 different contracts, and that 
they were mutually interested in the contracts, 
that is a matter of historical detail or description 
or means not entering at all into the charge of con- 
ppiracy. Whether these parties were mutually in- 
terested in the several contracts or not is of no 
consequence, The conspiracy did not.give them a 
common interest in those contracts, but it was a 
ftonspiracy in regard to those several contracts, 
The parties remain several owners im their own 
pontracts, but bound together by the tie of the con- 
}piracy. and it was in that view thatthe court held 
at an overt act done under one of those 
contracts was an overt act as to them 
Bll, because they were all a common sub-\ 
ject of conspiracy. For example, an _ overt act 
under contract No. 19 was just {as good an overt 
act under contract No. las it was funder contract 

0. 19, andsoestothem all. Any overt act.as to 
x, hye of the contracts (assuming the Conepmaey 
to be established) is an overt actjasto them all, 
because they were united by a-conspiracy, though 
there were several contracts and several owners 
till. Some remarks made by the court at one 

tage of the case have been brought forward re- 
peatedly, and perhaps there may beone ortwo. 

pressions in those remarks whith may be inter- 

reted ina different sense from that which Iam 
ow giving you. But the remarks then delivered 
ust be construed with regard to the subject then 
fore the court. Evidence of an overt act was 
offered, and it turned out thatno such overt act 
was set out inthe indictment as belonging to that 
cular contract. But as the overt acts were 
common to all of the contracts inthe view of the 
sourt, it was a matter of utter indifference,whether 
the overt acts were under one contract or another. 

Now, I have sald this much in segard to the form 
of the indictment, and just here it is well te give 

answer to some prayers that have been offered. 

@ conspirators are united in the indictment. 

ough united, yet it is in the nature of the of- 
fense, as well asin torts-of all kinds, that they be 
Beveral; that is,some may be found guilty, and 
others acquitted. It is in your power to acquit 
every man of these defendants, except two, and 
find them guilty. It further follows that if you 
should acquit one of thesé conspirators, and 
the overt act was his and there were no other 
overt acts in ‘the case, you.cannot convictany of 
them. © defense claims that the 
pe be made out as to all these contracts, and 

unless the conspiracy is onteblighed under 


of the contracts there an. 
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the: defendants. 't relating ‘to but 
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;one.of: the-contracts,;that will, sustain the indict- 
‘ment. These matters are the means and instra-' 
,ments‘of,making.out.the charge of conspiracy, and 
if there‘is enough left'in the evidence showing that 
there was a-conspiracy as to-one of the routes fol- 
slowed by an overt:act, the conspiracy is estab- 
ished. Surplusage in an-inaictment will not vitiate 
it. If it did, bad luck: to:many inmotmente, This: 
indictment is.one, and charges one offense. Though 
long, it contains but one count. The instruction 
of the court is asked on the question whether, if 
there be two conspiracies proved, there can bea 
‘eonviction. Iam of opinion that there cannot be. 
You may acquit part of the defendants wholly and 
convict others, but if you be of opinion that the 
proof shows two conspiracies, that will not do, 
and the indictment fails. 

Now, as to the proof of the indictment. The 
people who commit crimes avoid the light, and all 
crimes are more or less difficult to establish for 
that reason. But as toconspiracies, they are pecu- 
larly products of darkness. They are very seldom 
reduced to writing. They are entered into gen- 
erally in an informal way. The parties may not 
come together atall. They may live in different 
partsofthecountry. Butif by any means they come 
to a mutual understanding for the purpose of com- 
mitting a crime against the Government, that isa 
conspiracy, provided it be followed by an overt 
act. Itis said that you ought not to convict a man 
upon circumstantial evidence, unless it be of the 
clearest and most convincing character. The rule 
is that you should be satisfied in your own minds 
beyond a reasonable doubt. But the reasonable 
doubt ought to arise out of the evidence in the 
case; it ought notto be a conjecture. It ought 
to be a doubt supported by a reason. The 
jury ought to be careful to see that 
the doubt is right and arises from evidence. 
It had been claimed that it was better that ninety 
and nine guilty men should escape than that one 
innocent man should suffer. It was better, the 
Judge thought, that any number of guilty men 
should escape than that any innocent man should 
suffer. Happy indeed was that country where the 
number of crimes was small and of small import- 
ance, and next in-happiness was the country where 
the innocent were vindicated and the criminals 
punished. 


I will now take up, he continued, one (not more) 
of these routes and see what are the facts, and 
whether you can reconcile them with any rational 
theory of innocence. If you can, certainly the de- 
fendants are entitled to the benefits of that con-: 
clusion. If you cannot, taking the history of that - 
route and comparing it with the history of other 
routes, you can draw your own conclusions. I 
‘willtake up a comparatively insignificant route, 
not specially different in its features from other 
routes—Vermillion to Sioux Falls. The date of the 

-contract is the 15th of March, 1878, and it was to run 
for four years from June 30, 1878. J. W. Dorsey 
was the contractor, the seryice was-.once a week, 
"and the compensation $398, The distance as adver- 
tised and supposed to be was 50 miles. Two miles 
were added afterward which amounted to $10 90, 
‘The time was 14 hours. That was at the rate of 
‘857-100 miles per hour. That was a pretty fair 
rate of travel. The route lies in Dakota. Dakota is 
an agricultural country; there are no mining camps 
there. It runs between two towns, Vermillion 
and Sioux Falls, and there is no town between 
them. There are nine Post Offices, but no towns. 
Soon after the service was put on this route it was 
discovered that the actual distance was about 73 
miles. Information of this fact was given dis- 
tinctly and repeatedly to the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General. On Dec, 23, 1878, the service 
was increased to two trips per week; $490 was 
allowed for this, On May 3, 1879, this centract 
was assigned. ‘The law forbids contracts to be 
assigned. They called it asub-contract to H. M, 
Vaile, but the sub-contractor was entitled to 100 
per cent. of everything additional to be allowed, 
so that practically it was an _ assignment 
of the contract. On the 10th of July, 
1879, the service was increased to six trips, 
and the compensation raised $2,453 40 for 
increased service. Atthe same time the sehedule 
was reduced from 14 to 10 hours, and $3,680 10 al- 
lowed for that, and we have the compeusation 
raised $6,133 50. The Post Office Department was 
informed that the distance was over 70 miles at the 
time the order for expedition was made. By the 
regulation of the department the carrier was re- 
quired to stop seven minutes at each Post Office. 
There were nine Post Offices. That took off more 
than an hour, so that the time was actually ro- 
duced to less than nine hours, requiring the carrier 
to perform the work at the rate of elght miles per 
hour the year round. Ail of this expedition and 
increase of service was asked for by petitions pur- 
porting to be from people along the route, and 
these petitions were indorsed by Mr. Bennett, the 
delegate in Congress. He indorsed the petitions for 
the increase,and it was ordered. It does not follow 
that it was done for any criminal purpose, because 
it might have been done through the infiuence of 
Mr. Bennett and those persons who signed the pa- 
pers. That isa hypothesis which the jury had a 
right to consider. Soon afterward every Post- 
master on that route signed a petition and sent it 
to the Second Assistant Postmaster-General de- 
claring that it was not practicable to perform ser- 
vice on that schedule and asking for a restoration 
of the old time. This same Mr. Bennett indorsed the 
Postmasters’ petition. The court then commented 
upon the fact that though Brady had been influ- 
enced by Mr, Bennett to reduce the schedule, 
he had not been influenced to restore it, 
Mr. Brady told the clerk, Brewer, to write 
to Mr. Bennett and tell him it could not 
be done. The law provided that the Postmaster- 
General should, in inereasing service, have due re- 
gard to productiveness and other circumstances, 
The productiveness of this route for the quarter 
ending March 81, i880, was $48 01, and for the year 
ended June 30, 1879, was $216 50. For the year 
ending June 30, 1880, it went up to $420, but on 
June 30, 1881, it fell back to $240. That was a small 
route, but it was worthy of attention in several re- 
spects, and particularly that it is claimed that 
members of Congress have the right to say what 
routes should be established, and an officer is to 
be excused if he deals with this high influence. 
The increase of expedition was ordered at the re- 
quest of Mr. Bennett, and when he asked that it be 
restored to the old schedule he was snubbed. 

The court expressed himself as satisfied that the 
law of Congress permitting the Postmaster-Gen 
eral to place service upon the star routes was 
drawn in a liberal way in order to allow him to ex- 
ercise his discretion fairly in regard to the increase 
of service and expedition whenever the public in- 
terest required such increase to be made. But here 
was an increase made at a heavy expense when the 
reverues had begun to rud down. Negligence! 
It could not be negligence. Negligence itself was 
a crime when the injury fell upon the innocent and 
when the negligence was gross. There was no eyi- 
dence in the history of this route to show that this 
remarkable result sprang from negligence. Mani- 
festly it was purposely done; it was done with a 
motive. The question for the jury to consider in 
trying this case was whether the action of the Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General was a mistaken 
exercise of his discretion or was taken purposely, 
and with such a motive as ought not to inspire 
uny man. It had been argued in this case that if 
increase of service and increase of expedition have 
been allowed—granted, rather—in instances where 
there have been fraudulent papers, fraudulent affi- 
davits, untrue aflidavits, still, if the public service 
had been promoted the acts of these parties, if they 
be criminal, are not subject to punishment because 
they result in no injury to the public. He thought 
there was no soundness in such a view as that. 
That was doing evil that good may come, and that 
was neither good gospel nor good law. He had 
referred during the trial to the case in Lord Bacon. 
He read from Lord Bacon’s letter, after his convic- 
tion, to Lord Buckingham and Lord Campbell’s 
commentary. Ue thought we could not sustain 
any public officer because his decisions happened 
to be right. In regard to the proof of the 
conspiracy several prayers had been presented, 
containing the principle that the conspiracy must 
be proved independent of the overt act; that the 
conspiracy could not be established a posteriori. 
Now, that was not so, and it had never been so. 
The proof of the conspiracy may be made out from 
the consequences that followed from the con- 
spiracy. One of tbe earliest authorities on that 
point was in first Stramgees, page 144, Rex against 
Coke. 

I have said, gentlemen, continued Judge Wylie, 
perhaps as much as I ought to say anda good 
deal more than I intended to say. There is one 
point to which I wish to refer and It is this: 
The doctrine is maintained in several of the 
prayers that if the jury believe that expe- 
dition was ordered on false affidavits, and there 
were genuine papers on file, they must attribute 
the orderto the influence of the genuine papers. 
Is the bad saved by its alliance with the good? 
That, gentlemen, is not to be tolerated. That doc- 
trine cannot be tolerated in any court. There is 
nothing so odious in a court of justice as fraud. 
It is not only vicious itself, but it contaminates 
everything that is associated with it. It is like a 
drop of poison in a tumbler of pure water. The 
party who commits a fraud very often finds it oon- 
venient to use truth for a scheme of falsehood. 
Truth and falsehood are always quarreling when 
left to themselves. The truth is that falsehoods 
are of so impish a nature that they quarrel among 
themselves. But fraud is not exactly identical 
with falsehood. Fraud is a double cousin.to false- 
hood, no doubt. But fraud for its own purposes 
will make use of truth or falsehood indiscriminate- 
ly. Truth isimpressed very often into the service 
of fraud and cannot get-away. Ihave seen fraud 
of the most abominable character with a line of 
truth in its front, and all its impish tribe behind. 
The more of truth fraud can work into its service 
the better chance is there for its success. But it is 

‘no less fraud after all. Sothatthe fact.that truth 
is sometimes found under the banners of fraud is 
not to be suffered to justify the case of fraud. 

Before concluding I will say another word, and I 
-hesitate'to say that word. I fill one place and you 
fill another. We are both ministering to the law. 
Both have our duties to perform, and it may be 
pebeyen Gy od for me even to assume to advise 
you, but I know that it is often done—usually done. 
I_ will, therefore, presume on your indulgence. 
You haye a duty to perform. If you believe these 
defendants innocent, if you believe that the-charge 
against ds not made out beyond a reasonable 
doubdt, then youspall acquit them without regard 
toany amount of clamor, without regard to the 
opinions of the world. Your manhood requires 
that of you—the self-respect which you ought to 
be anxious to carry with you as long as you live. 
I shall not believe that any man on that jury is so 
base-a coward as to refuse to follow his own con- 
science and judgment. On the other side of the 
case, the same rule will apply. If you believe 
that these men are guilty, and proved to 
be guilty beyond a’ reasonable doubt, then 
your duty to your country, to yourselves, 
demands that you shall find a_ corresponding 
verdict. Now, do notshrink from that duty. Main- 
tain your self-respect. Guard your honor. Pay no 
respect to any other consideration. That is worth 
all the considerations in the world. If you violate 
your oaths you will be baser than slaves as long as 
you live. The occurrence which ne yes- 
terday probably weedsa passing remark. If the 
information which has reached my,ears be true, 
then there are men engaged in the business which 
is teonnically called in New-York “fixing the 
jury.” I believe there isa professional class that 
goes by that name. You would be very likely to 
feel such a revulsion at the degrading offer and 
insult as to berepellod tothe other side. You 
must be-carefal about ‘that. I would not even let 
that interfere with F Sel calm, dispassionate exer- 
cise of Judement. men are tried according 


tothe evidence. If you have been approached-- 
any of you—be so brave, be so true to yourselves 
that noteven an insult shoud disturb the equa 
nimity of your consciences and your judgments. 
Mr. Ingersoll—Would it be proper for me to ask 
the eourt whether the court would have the right 


-now to state to the jurors that they may freely tell 
‘each other as to all persons who have approached 


them, so that they would know among themselves 
who had offered to corrupt them ? 2 

The Court—I do not wish to have that inquiry 
started in the jury-room. 

Judge Wylie concluded his charge with a state-

Mr. Henkle—The announcement your Honor 
made yesterday from the bench was & starting 
surprise to me, and it startled the community, an 
Irise now to say that I hope the matter is not to 
be dropped without an investigation.

When a military officer came into 
court and said every camp of 20 tents was entitled 
to daily mail service he (the court) did 
not think that was the law. When the Gen- 
eral of the Army said that it was a good 
time for expediting mail service over a rough 
route, it was not law for a public officer. He 
thought the policy of the law was, where Indians 
interfered with the transport of the mails in a 
thinly inhabited country, that was the time to 
withdraw the mails, instead of using the mail car- 
riers as pickets for the Army. He kzew no such 
rule that the presumption was that an act was 
right when it was recommended by high officials. 
Members of Congress out of place were the same 
as other people. They would have a sad con- 
dition of tho affairs of the Government if a Cabi- 
net officer should consider that a recommendation 
by a member of Congress made a prima facie right. 

Mr. Henkle, having concluded his list-of excep- 
tions, was followed by Mr. Totten, who stated that 
he concurred in all of the exceptions taken. 

The court, after a brief remark as to the length 
of the trial, directed the jury to retire and declared 
the court in recess until 6 o’clock. He requested 
the jury to make their appearance at that hour 
whether or not they had agreed upon a verdict.

Messrs. Bliss and 
Ker came into court at this moment and were in- 
formed of the condition of affairs. Mr. Bliss said 
he did not see what wus expected of the Govern- 
ment counsel. 

The court then directed the juryto retire for 
further deliberation, saying that perhaps by to- 
morrow they would find another verdict. They 
were cautioned to beware of jury-fixers. The Mar- 
shal was directed to find suitable accommodations 
for the jury during the night, and a recess was 
taken until to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock.

GENERALTELEGRAPH 
PAPER-MAKERS’ DAY. 
TESTIMONY BEFORE THE TARIFF COMMIS- 

SION—AN ATTACK ON NEWSPAPER PRO- 
PRIETORS. 
Cuicaao, Sept. 8.—The Tariff Commission 


met at 10 0’clock this morning and gave a hearing 


to representatives of the American Paper-makers’ 
Wellington Smith, of Lee, Mass., 
Chairman of the association, said that they had 
not come to ask any favors or changes in the 
tariff, but simply toshow what had been accom- 
plished under the present tariff inthe growth ard 
development of the business and in the reduction 


_of the price of paper. A statement on those points 


was then read by C. O. Chapman, of Springfield, 
Secretary of the association. I1tis claimed in this 
document that the protection granted to paper 
was slight in comparison with that grented to 
other industries, such as leather, iron, cotton, and 
woolen goods, machinery, &o.; that paper mill 
hands are paid from 200 to 800 per cent. 
more than is paid abroad for the same sort of 
labor, and that no demand has been made for a re- 
duction of the duty on paper for years ex- 
cept by a few newspaper publishers. Onthis latter 
point it suggests that as the duty on such paper is 
only 20 per cent,., the newspaper publishers might 
have imported their own paper, but that the im- 
ports for 1880 were only $75,000, and in 1881 $55,000. 
‘aking quality into consideration, the paper for 
newspapers was only a shade higher than it wasin 
Europe. That showed that home competition in- 
sured reasonable prices, and that the outery against 
paper-makers was unjust and uncalled for. If the, 
newspaper publishers had their way they would 
now be paying higher vigees for their paper, be- 
cause the building of mills would have ceased and 
the trade would have been generally demoralized. 
While the imports of printing paper, which bore 
the lowest rate of duty, had decreased, that of 


writing paper, which bore the highest rate, had in-) 


creased from $9,000 in 1877 to $40,000 in 1881, or 
four and one-half times. The pes manufac- 
turers were content with the existing tariff rather’ 
than unsettle the business by asking any increase of 
duty to put themyvon a par with other industries. 
They were confident that home competition would 
furnish all the paper required at reasonable prices. 
They believed that the best interests of the coun- 
try (so far as their industry was concerned) would 
be best served by a maintenance of the present 
rate of duty. 

Wellington Smith added a statement-to show 
that, while wages in paper mills had been increased 
within the last 10 years, the cost of printing paper 
had deelined one-half. That showed what protec- 
tion accomplished. He was a protectionist trom 
principle, not from interest. There was no coun- 
try on the globe where working men had such com- 
fortable homes as in the United States, and this he 
attributed to the system of protection, Protection 
stimulated productive capacity, gave employment 
to labor, and resulted in lower prices for manufac- 
tured articles, In regard to woore . he said 
that the duty on that was a very small affair. There 
had been a tremendous hue and cry about a very 
small matter. If any class of people ought to be 
thankful for the introduction of wood-pulp it was 
the newspaper publishers. If it had not been for 
wood-pulp he did not know where the material 
would come from to supply the immense demand 
for paper. 

Mr. Kenner—Are the paper manufaeturers satis- 
fled with having a duty on wood-pulp? 

Mr. Smith—Yes. They have adapted themselves 
to it and are satisfied with it. The margin of profit 
on paper-making was never so small as it is to-day. 

B. W. French, of Three Rivers, Mich., manufac- 
turer of wood-pulp and of paper, made an argu- 
ment in favor of the existing duties on these arti- 
cles. He said that the daily production of ground 
wood-pulp in the United States was 150 tons, and 
that of chemical wood-pulp about the same; so 
that there were 300 tons of wood-pulp daily enter- 
ing into the manufacture of paper. A large 
amount of money was invested in wood- 
pulp patents. These patents had been stolen 
by the Canadians, who could, therefore, put 
their pulpon the American market, if there were 
no duty to prevent them. One concern with which 
he was connected has paid $57,000 toward wood- 
pulp patents. The Canadians, paying nothing for 
the patents, and with cheaper wood and labor, 
could have come in and upset the American wood- 
pulp interest if it were not forthe duty on wood- 
pulp. If it bad not been for wood-pulp printing 
paper would be costing 25 cents a pound. Two 
years ago printing paper was selling at 64% cents. 
A large number of paper mills had been put up 
within the last two years. 

Mr. Garland asked whether the argument from 
hae fact was that the profits on paper were very 

Ligh. 

Mr. French replied in the negative, and said he 
attributed it-to the fact that the newspapers had 
been representing that the profits Of, paper manu- 
facturers were enormous. The fact is that no 
business requires to-day so close and careful at- 
tention as paper-making so asto make both ends 
meet. 

W. N. H. Stowell, of Appleton, Wis., of the 
American paper ene Association, made a 
statement to the same general effect. 

Parker Earle, of Cobden, Il., fruit-grower, pre- 
sented a resolution adopted yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Mississippi Valley Horticultural Society 
in favor of absolute free trade between the United 
States and Canada in horticultural products of 
domestic growth, and made an argument in sup- 
port of the proposition. 

John G. Wilson, of the firm of G. D. Sheldon & 
Co., Custom-house brokers, of Chicago, made an 
argument in favor of the enlargement and simpli- 
fication of the statutes on the subject of imma- 
diate transportation. 

Hi. Koelkenbach, Chicas, made an argu- 
ment in favor of the abolition of the duty on raw 
flax and tow, and its retention on linen goods, on 
which. however, the duty might be reduced and 
simplified. He said that the pauper labor of 
Europe was not to be feared by the flax producer 
in the West, because flax could be produced here 
more cheaply than in any European country, on 
account of the item of rent paid for land in 
Europe. The average cost of an acre of flax in 
Ireland was $28, and in I)linois $10. He laid down 
the proposition, first, that flax could be produced in 
the Western States.cheaper than in any European 
country, and that, consequently, it needed no pro- 
tection; second, that by means of excellent 
machinery, fibre can be prepared here more 
cheaply for the market; third, that the Ameri- 
can climate was no barrier to the manufacture, 
bleaching, and finishing of all kinds of linens, and 
that they can be made here cheaper than else- 
where, provided that an improved modeof flax 
cultivation be introduced into the Western States, 
and that flax mills for the preparation of the fibre 
be established in the Western States. 

Otto Young, of the Chicago Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, made an argument in favor of anincrease of 
the duty on watches, watch movements, and cases 
to 40 per cent. ad valorem. ‘The commission, then, 
at 12:80, adjourned until 10 A. M. to-morrow.

LIVERPOOL GRAIN AND COTTON TRADE— 
MINCING-LANE MARKETS. 

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 8.—A leading weekly grain 
circular says: ‘‘ The continued decline in Ameri- 
can quotations has further intensified the existing 
dullness of the grain trade. In most markets 
prices are 2s. lower. Cargoes off coast are about 
ls. lower. The demand has been slow and the 
supply large. To-day wheat was in moderate de- 
mand ana 1d.@2d. lower. Flour was steady at un- 
changed rates. Corn was in limited inquiry and 
prices were unchanged.” 

This week’s circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Broker’s Association says: ** Cotton has been in 
moderate demand and unchanged, except Ameri- 
can, Which is in limited demand, Good ordinary 
uplands were reduced \d. In Sea Island there 
wasasmall request, and prices are unchanged. 
Futures early in the week were flat, declining 1-16d. 
to Kd. They have since been firmer, and the de- 
cline was recovered, except for September, which 
is 1-16d. down.,”’ 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The Mincing Lane mar- 
kets have been inactive. Some sales of coffee show 
adecline. Fine colony Ceylon, however, is steady. 
Tea has been quiet. Common Congous at auction 
have declined. Indian is steady. Sugar is inactive. 
Prices are generally about the same. The supply 
of West India is much reduced. Some cargoes off 
coast brought full rates. Crystallized has been 
freely offered and prices receded slightly. There 
have been further heavy arrivals. Kice cargoes 
barely maintain the late rates.

LIFE IN THE FACTORY. 
‘DISCUSSION AT THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONVEN- 
TION—A PLEA FOR SHORTER HOURS. 


SaratoGa, Sept. 8.—In the Social Science 
Association to-day. a report on the hours of factory 
labor for women and minors was read by the Rey. 
J. D, Jones. It was strongly in favor of the re- 
strictive law of 10 hours fora day’s labor, and ap- 
pealed to manufacturers to observe the restriction. 
While 5 hours a day are conceded to be sufficient 


for school work, children are kept 10 to 12 or more 
hours at work in factories. 

Mr. Thompson, of New-Hampshire, told of his 
experience as a factory operative when a child, 
and pleaded for short hours of labor for children. 

A report on ‘‘ Early Factory Labor in New-Eng- 
land,” by Carroll D. Wright, Mrs. H. H. Robinson, 
and Lucy Larcom, was presented, prefaced by 
some remarks by Mr. Wright, who said that inves- 
tigation had shown that wages were higher and 
products better in factories where 10 hours’ labor 
was the rule thanin tactories where more hours 
were demanded.

Mrs. Robinson read a paper which gave her ex- 
perience as a mill operative some 40 years ago be- 
fore the first 'en-honr law was passed, when the 
majority of operatives came from New-England 
farm-houses and used their earings for the benefit 
of their families and homes. Among thé regula- 
tions then enforced was one requiring every opera- 
tive to sign a paper giving her place of worship on 
Sunday. Mrs. Robinson gave many instances of 
the marriage of mill girls to young men who rose 
to distinction in after Hfe, and it was told at the 
reporters’ table that.Mrs. Robinson’s husband was 
the editor of a paper in Lowell when she, a mill 
girl, married him, and that he afterward became 
known as the correspondent ** Warrington.” 

The Rev. Dr. E. L. Magoun, of Philadelphia, upon 


‘being cailed by the Chairman, told how he, a work- 
Ing mason, was assisted by factory girls to gain an 


education, 

Alice KE. Eletcher read a paper on ‘‘ The Civiliza- 
tion of the American Indian.”’ Miss Fletcher was 
aceompanied by a young Indian girl from Omaha. 

The session of the Social Science Association 
closed this evening, when Mr. Carroll D. Wright, of 
the Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics, read his 
paper on ‘*‘ The Factory as an Element of Civiliza- 
tion.’’

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GUITEAU JUSTLY HANGED.

RESULTS. OF ‘THE MICROSCOPICAL EXAMINA- 
TION OF HIS BRAIN—HE HAD A CLEAR 
CONCEPTION OF HIS CRIME AND OF ITS 
PUNISHMENT. 

From the Philadelphia Medical News, Sept. 9, 
We present to our readers in this issue the 
report of the microscopists, [Drs. J. W. S. Arnold, 

E. O. Shakespeare, and J. C. McConnell,] to whom 

was assigned the important task of the microscopi- 

cal examinatfn of Guitean’s brain. The gentle- 
men who have performed this duty are too well 
known as experts in this department of science to 
require a word of support or vindication from us, 

The subject has been approached in a judicial tem- 

per, the examination has been made without preju- 

dice, and the conelusions are stated with fairness, 

In our remarks on the previous report of the autop- 

sy we maintained that there was nothing in the 

gross appearances to justify the theory of irre- 
sponsible mental unsoundness. But we also reserved 

a final judgment until the results of the micro- 

scopical examination were placed before us. We 


have now a demonstration of great accuracy and 
minuteness, involving structures not recognizable 
by unaided vision. With the new light thus thrown 
on the case, what opinions must_now be formed? 
The organic substratum on which the? mental 
operations are conducted being thus exposed, 
what conclusions must be settled upon regarding 
the mental condition of Guiteau? _ 

The changes discovered were chiefly in the ves- 
sels, the} perivascular lymphspaces, the neuroglia, 
and the cells. Our function, more especially, is to 
interpret the significance of the pathological 
changes, and trace, if we can, the relation be- 
tween them and the mental condition. At the 
outset we are debarred from throwing any doubts 
on the genuineness of the microscopical demonstra- 
tion, Post-mortem changes, and alterations due 
to the methods of preparation pursued, are often 
alleged against the results of such minute re- 
searches. That.this distrust of microscopical work 
is abundantly well founded is proved by the 
sad mistakes of the most eminent workers. But 
in this instance there are means of control. Healthy 
and diseased structures being subjected to tha 
same methods, the results of comparison can bo 
relied on. 

Accepting therefore the observations of the mf- 
croscopists! making this report as accurate, the 
first conclusion we reach is—that the changes for 
the most part are recent in origin. While numer- 
ous lymphoid cells migrating from the vessels dis- 
tended the perivascular lymph spaces, and the 
pericelluilar spaces, the anatomical elements— 
the nerve corpuscle and the neurogiia cell— 
were’ generally preserved, although in some 
instances they were destroyed. Masses of 
pigment, remains of red corpuscles, in some places 
filiea the lymph spaces, but generally only lymphoid 
celis were present. In some instances the vessel 
walls presented the appearance of granular degen- 
eration, but more frequently only the endothelium 
exhibited this change. As regards the white 
fibres, there were seen in various. places 
numerous lymphoid cells, on and between 
the separate bundles, resembling in ap 
pearance the changes in the optic nerve 
in descending neuritis. The above mentioned al- 
terations of structure in the corpus striatum wer 
found here and there disseminated “among tis- 
sues in which nothing distinctly abnormal! could be 
made out.” 

From the point of view of the mental condition, 
the greatest interest attaches to the examination 
of the different layers of the cortex. Some thinning 
of the first layer was noted, and more or less cellu- 
lar hyperplasia. Some granular degeneration of the 
walls of the vessels was discovered in the second, 
fourth, and fifth layers. In this region, 
also, there was more or less pigmenta- 
tion of the cells, nd lymphoid cells 
were contained in the intercellular spaces. 
but the anatomical elements were for the most 
part present. Atrophic degeneration to any 
marked extent, we do not find to have taken place, 
notwithstanding we admit the existence of the 
vacuoles observed at various points. The changes 
just referred to wers most marked in tho anterior 
portion of the gray cerebral matter, but were gen- 
erally diffused, although less in amount, as the ex- 
amination extended through the cerebral cortex 
posteriorly. 

As the anatomical elements were, for the most 
part.in their usual form and position,although some- 
what changed by pigmentation, by the presence 
of lymphoid cells, &e., andas there were only in the 
dura mater but doubtful evidences of any inflam- 
matory action of a chronic type, we are led to the 
conclusion above expressed, that the changes re- 
vealed by the microscope, although, as stated in 
the report, chronic in type, are recent in origin. 
Such an amount of granular degeneration of the 
vessels as here described may be effected in the 
brief space of time in which such changes are 
wrought in acute phosphorus poisoning. 

Quite apart from the time in which these strue- 
tural changes have occurred is the question of 
their influence on the mentalstate. Asa marked 
degree of double optic neuritis may coexist with 
preservation of quite sufficient acuteness of vision 
for all ordinary purposes, so considerable changes 
ofthe organic substratum may coincide with fairly 
good intellectual powers. In the case of Guiteau 
some changes are discovered, on microscopical ex- 
ainination, but do they necessarily imply a degree of 
mental weakness incapable of distinguishing be- 
tween right and wrong? We hold that they do not. 
Furthermore, these changes are, we believe, recent 
in origin, therefore they hardly involve the ques- 
tion of his moral responsibility anterior and up ta 
the commission of his crime. They constitute the 
initial stage of a malady, which, in its fullest de- 
velopment, is known as-dementia paralytica, or an 
allied disease; the early symptoms of which disor- 
der correspond closely with the mental condition 
of Guiteau during the past year. 

As, however, extensive lesions of the brain are 
not incompatible with a normal exercise of the in- 
tellectual faculties, it follows that the mere struc- 
tural changes of the organic substratum cannot be 
safely interpreted alone. The clinical history must 
be studied in connection with the alterations in the 
cerebral structures. If we pursue this logical 
course, we can be conducted but to one conclusion 
—that, although Guiteau was not strictly normal 
in respect to the condition of the organic substrat- 
um of the mind, and in respect to its symptomatic 
expression, 2¢ was, nevertheless, a responsible agent, 
in that he had a clear conception of the distinction be- 
tween right and wrong, and realized the nature of the 
crime and its punishment. 

There is, therefore, in the microscopical revela- 
tions no reason for changing the opinion which we 
originally expressed, that Guiteau, an abnormal 
character, justly suffered the penalty of the law 
for the high crime he had committed. 
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ENGINEER MELVILLE’S BANQUET.

she various commercial organizations of this 
City, including the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Produce Exchange, the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, the Cotton Exchange, the Maritime Ex- 
change, the Mercantile Exchange, the Mechanics 
and ‘Traders’ Exchange, the Iron and Metal Ex- 
shange, and the Boat-owners’ Association. The 
committee directs attention to the importance of 
securing the ratification by the pedple, at the ap- 
proaching election, of the amendments to the 
Constitution of the State abolishing tolls on the 
canals. “Under the existing Constitution,” say 
the committees, “the canals are made ae- 
pendent for their maintenance upon the 
amount of tolls received during the pre- 
vious year. It will therefore be seen 
tnat should the receipts from that souree fora 
single season be insufficient, by reason of ruinous 
competition by the railroads, or by diversion of 
their business through the Welland Canal and Mis- 
sissippi River, through failure of crops, or ex- 
tensive breaks Interrupting their navigation, the 
State would be wholly without means of continu- 
ing them, as constitutional restrictions render the 
Legislature powerless to grant aid for this purpose. 
Under either of these circumstances the eanals 
would be closed and the great benefits derived 
from their use entirely lost to our State. it may 
be safely said that the history of the canals Is the 
commercial history of the State, and, notwith- 
standing the large contributions that are made to 
our commerce by the more modern railroads, the 
canals are to-day an exceedingly important factor, 
without which our ability to maintain our exist- 
ing commercial pre-eminence may well be doubted. 
The statistics of the past five years show that in 
grain and flour alone the Erie Canal delivered at 
the port of New-York, during its seasons of navi- 
zation of seven monthsin each year, an amount 
arger than the entire yearly receipts for the same 
ime of either Baltimore, Philadelphia, or Boston. 
Po take from us an amount of grain in excess of 
the receipts of either of our rival Atlantic cities, to 
tay nothing of the advantages derived from the 
millions of tons of other freight transported upon 
our canals, must in the nature of things cause a 
serious and irreparable loss to the business inter- 
ests of this City, followed by a corresponding de- 
cline in the value of its real estate. While both 
political parties have in their platforms, as well as 
by votes of their representatives in the Legisla- 
ture, placed themselves on record in favor 
of free canals, it is to be feared that, 
aS the question involves no _ patronage, 
they will take little if any interest in 
promoting its success. It therefore becomes 
the duty of the commercial and financial interests 
of our State and City to prosecute the canvass in 
the most vigorous and effective manner possible. if 
we would save our canals, as we have reason to be- 
lieve that active efforts are being made inall parts 
of the Stateto defeat these amendments. To de- 
fray the expense of the energetic means which, 
through the briefness of time intervening before 
the election, it will be necessary to employ, a con- 
siderable sum will be needed. The committee, 
therefore, most earnestly appeal to all citizens and 
\nstitutions interested in the continued prosperity 
of our State and City to make immediate ana lib- 
sral contributions.

Messrs. Kiernan, Nelson, Koch, and himself, having 
offices in the City, would find it more convenient 
t 1d to the business here than elsewhere. 
Moreover, the matters to be investigated related 
to this City and vicinity, and consequently could 
e arrived at more expeditiously by the committee 
[ ing its sessions here. He had heard nothiag 
further about the matter until he saw by the news- 
gupers that a portion of the committee had been 
iolding private sessions at Saratoga and Albany, 
He beileved such meetings were entirely irregular; 
shey were certainly, so far as he knew, unpre- 
sedented. The Chairman was the proper person to 
rall the committee together and to designate the 
glace of meeting. Senator Kiernan urged that 
New-York was the proper place for the committee 
to meet, as all the books, papers, and persons in- 
sxerested in the subjects ordered to be investigated 
were within easy reach of the City. He wanted 
she investigation to be as thorough and complete 
2s possible, but for some unaccountable reason 
Senator Koch, himself a resident of the City, pre- 
lerred to have the work done at Saratoga or 
Albany, while every one interested in getting at 
the bottom facts would readily see that here was 
the proper place to conduct the investigations.

THREE WILLS AND THREE WOMEN. 
CONTEST OVER THE ESTATE OF THE LATE 
STEPHEN F. BEEKMAN. 

A curious will contest was begun yesterday 
inthe Westchester County Surrogate’s Court, at 
White Plains, the property involved being about 
$20,000. Gertrude Beekman is the daughter of old 
Dr. Leekman, of Knickerbocker stock, after whom 
Beekmantown, now North Tarrytown, was named. 
She married Major William H. See, a brother of 


James 8. See, one of the Associate Judges of West- 
chester County. After living with him some time 
she procured adivorce, and afew days after mar- 
ried her cousin, Adolphus Beekmaa, who was in 
very delicate health and died shortly efter the 
marriage. As his widow, and under his 
father’s will, she inherited about $30,- 
000. An intimacy then grew up _ between 
the widow of Adolphus and Stephen I. Beekman, 
a brother of her late husband. They lived together 
as man and wife for a number of years, when, on 
Feb. 11, 1882, he died and left a will, dated Aug. 4, 
1881, in which he bequeathed ail his property, esti- 
mated at about $20,000, to his cousin, Gertrude 
Beekman, and made her his sole Executrix. Ed- 
ward H. Birdsall and Bb. Frank Davis, of Tarry- 
town, were the subscribing witnesses. When this 
will was offered for probate objections were filed 
against it by Georgiana L. Beekman, his widow, 
put with whom he had not for many years lived, 
and Maria Emily See, on the ground of incapacity 
and undue influence. They also produce two wills 
of prior date, which they seek to have admitted to 
probate. One, dated Dec. 5, 1876, bequeaths his 
estate to his “friend Maria Emily See, who has 
lived with and attended me the last 11 years,” and 
makes her his sole Executrix. Jonn L. Prevost 
and La Roy 8S. Gove, both of this City, were the 
subscribing witnesses. Tho other was dated March 
28, 1881, and gives all his property to his wife, 
Georgiana L. Beekman. Wilson G. Fox and J. E. 
Berry, both of this City,were the subscribing wit- 
nesses to this will. Messrs. James S. Stearn and 
francis Larkin are the counsel for Georgiana L. 
Beekman, and William F. Purdy for Mrs. Gertrude 
Beekman. ‘The only testimony taken yesterda 
was that of B. Frank Davis and James Birdsall, 
the subscribing witnesses. Gertrude Beekman 
and her daughter were present in the court- 
room. The contest, which promises to be aglong 
and hardly fought one, was then adjourned until 
Sept. 27. 
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A CRUEL FEATURE OF THE DIVORCE LAW. 
In the suit of Raymond L. Donnelly for an

Every presumption 
js in ‘favor of the defendant. No matter how 
easily a defendant could explain. or re- 
fute circumstances claimed as suspicious or 
proving guilt, his or her mouth is 
closed by the law, for what reason I cannot cone 
ine, since even a defendant in a criminal case is al- 
lowed to go upon the stand and testify. For this 
reason evidence in cases of this kind should be 
closely scrutinized, and, unless ciearly convincing 
and pointed, the presumption of innogence should 
prevail, A defendant ina divorce case is at the 


mercy of any witness, and I should be loth to find 

any woman guilty upon the evidence of any one 

witness, testifying to an act from which adultery is 

to be inferred, uncorroborated by any evidence 

of the slightest improper conduct either before or 

after the one-act attempted to be proved.”

AN HMBARRASSED CORPORATION. 
ANOTHER SUIT AGAINST THE NEW-YORK CITY 
AND NORTHERN RAILROAD, 

On May 1, 1880, the New-York City and 
Northern Railroad Company issued to the Central 
Trust Company, of this City, as the Trustee, under 
a mortgage upon its propertv and privileges, 
$4,000,000 of its bonds, falling due in 1910, and 
bearing 6 per cent. interest, which the mortgage 
was made to secure. This mortgage was devised 
to consolidate and supplant a former one made by 
the railroad company to secure $1,800,000 of its 
bonds issued in 1878, and one for $1,142,500 made by 


the W est Side and Yonkers Railway Company, to 
whose rights and obligations the New-York City 
and Northern Railroad Company succeeded on 
May 1, 1880, under a lease for 99 years. With the 
bonds issued to it the Central Trast Company re- 
placed the mortgage bonds of the West Side and 

onkers Railway Company, and canceled 
bonds representing $1,536,000 of the principal 
of, and coupons for $218,818 58 of accrued 
interest upon, the loan procured by the New-York 
City and Northern Railroad Company in 1878. For 
the general purposes of the railroad company the 
trust company has also issued a number of the 
bonds. Altogether, the. bonds sold by the trust 
company represent $3,697,000. On May 1 last the 
railroad company failed te pay the intere:t due 
upon the bonds for the previous six months. Soon 
after this the holders of $2,146,500 of the bonds 
deposited them with the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, and then, through a committee com- 
Resed of Henry Villard, Elijah Smith, William 
Mertens, Charles Knoblauch, and A. Marcus, called 
upon the Central Trust Company, as the Trustee, 
to bring a suit to foreclose the consolidated mort- 
gage. Pending such action, Henry Villard and Wil- 
liam Hi. Starbuck sued the railway company for 
the overdue interest on their bonds, and recovered 
judgments. Executions against the property of the 
defendant company were returned unsatisfied, and 
on May 20 Mr. Villard began a suit, now pending in 
the Supreme Court, for the sequestration of the 
property of the New-York City and Northern Rail- 
road Company. Prior to the beginning of the Vil- 
lard suit the New-York Loan and Improvement 
Company had recovered judgments for $92,931 74 
and $923,607 49, respectively, on account of mouey 
loaned by it to the embarrassed railroad company. 
As no property could be found to satisfy these 
udgments, the Loan and Improvement Company 

rought suits in the Supreme Court for the seques- 
tration of the railroad company’s property, ana 
upon its application Judge Donahue appointed Mr. 
Arthur Leary as the Receiver of the New-York City 
and Northern Railroad Company. 

The above facts are set forth in the complaint of 
the Central Trust Company in a suit begun by it 
against the New-York City and Northern Railroad, 
its Receiver, the Trustees of the mortgages which 
the consolidated mortgage was made to repl.ce, 
andothers. The plaintif€ corporation asks for the 
foreclosure of the consolidated mortgage, of which 
it is the Trustee: that the consolidated mortgage 
shall be declared a paramount lien upon the prop- 
erty, &c,, of the railroad company, excepting so 
far as that property is subject to the lien of the 
few bonds yet outstanding secured by the first 
mortgage made on May 1, 1878; that the property 
and privileges be sold as a whole, and 
that the New-York City and Northern 
Railroad Company be adjudged liable for any dif- 
ference between the sum owed by it for the princl- 
pal and interest of the mortgage bonds and any 
smaller sum that may be obtained from the sale. 
The piaintiii also asks that a Receiver of the de- 
fendant corporation may be appointed to supplant 
Mr. Arthur Leary, who was appointed in the srirg 
of the New-York Loanand Im provement Corgpany.

A fair election in Arkansas would be an 
evidence of progress altogether too rapid to 
be credible. The violence and intimidation 
employed before and during the progress of 
the voting of last Monday and the bare-faced 
fraud which followed, in several districts, 
the close of the polls, are likely to 
receive more than the usual amount 
of ventilation because of the growing 
strength of the anti-Bourbon revolt in 
the State. Meanwhile, it is some- 
thing to be assured that ‘the Democratic 
majority of 52,761 declared two years ago 
has, in spite of fraud and force, been cut 
down to about 15,000.

It has been pointed out, times without num- 
ber, that wood-pulp could not be 
ject to duty ‘‘ under the special pro- 
vision for ‘dried pulp’ contained in 
the twentieth section of the act of March 
2, 1861,’’ because no such thing as “ dried 
pulp’’ entered into the manufacture of paper 
in 1861, nor, indeed, till four years later. This 
may bea ‘‘ small matter,’”’ as Mr. Smiru 
remarked, but it isa fair sample of the ab- 
surdities of tariff interpretation, of which 
the commission seems to take but little note.

. IN THE HANDS OF THE JURY. 
The fate of the star route conspirators 
was left last night in the hands of the jury. 
The announcement that 
an agreement as to 
has little significance. 


they had reached 
of the defendants 
They were called 
into court at 6 o’clock without reference to 
the progress of their deliberations and asked 
if they had agreed upon a verdict, when the 
foreman replied that they had not, ‘“‘except 
as to one of the defendants.’’ As Mr. Mrer- 
RICK, speaking for the prosecution, had not 
asked for the conviction of TuRNER, on the 
ground that there was no proof that he had 
been let into the conspiracy, it is likely that 
the jury had come to the conclusion that he 
should be acquitted, and had not reached 
any agreement in regard to the others. 

The charge of Judge WYLIk was a care- 
fully dispassionate ‘exposition of the law, 
calculated to free the minds of the jury,’ so 
far as possible, from extraneous and irrele- 
vant considerations and guide them in a 

-narrow path to their conclusions. ‘They 
were told that they need not regard the _his- 
‘ torical'‘matter in the indictment or the allega- 
tions in regard to the means employed to 
promote the conspiracy or the division of 
the plunder. , They were simply to find 
whether there had been a conspiracy among 
these men, or any of them, to defraud the 
Government of the United States. Nearly 
‘all the claims made by the defense, which 
‘were intended to confuse the case and make 
}convietion ' difficult or impossible under 
the indictment, were distinctly overruled 
as not sound in law.: It was not neces- 
sary, for instauce, to find that overt 
acts in pursuance of the consp:racy had been 
proved in reference %o all the contracts; if 
they were shown in one case i was sufli- 
cient. It was not necessary to convict or 
acquit all the defendants; some might be 
convicted and others acquitted. Neither 
was it necessary that conspiracy should be 
proved independent of the overt acts; it 
might be made out :from the consequences 
which followed it. The Judge dwelt on the 
difficulty of establishing conspiracy on dis- 
tinct evidence on account of its secret char- 
acter, and said that all that was necessary 
“was to show a mutual understanding in pur- 
suance of which the objects of the eonspiracy 
were carried out. 

Judge Wy ie refrained from intimating 
any opinion.of his own: as to the guilt 
or innocence ; of the accused, but he 
examined . the facts in the: case of 
one roite and left it to be, inferned 
that they could not be» explained on 
the theory of innocence, though that was 
for the jury to determine for themselves. 
This was the comparatively unimportant 
route from Vermillion to Sioux Falls, in Da- 
kota. It was let to Jonn W. Dorsey at 
$398, for one trip a week, on a schedule of 
14 hours. ‘There were nine Post Offices, but 
no towns, on the line; the revenue was only 
two or’ three hundred dollars a year, and 
not increasing.

new one was shown to be. impracticable. 
This was cited as a specimen case, and 
Judge Wrure distinctly intimated that it 
was not °xplained by official negligence or 
any rational exercise of official discretion. * 

The claim of the defense that the recom- 
mendations of Congressmen and men high 
in office were to be’ taken.as justifying 
Brapy’s action was vigorously combatted. 
So was the plea that no harm was done or 
that good was accomplished. If there 
was conspiracy! and fraud, the * crime 
would not be. mitigated. even if it 
could be shown that the results were 
beneficial to the public.. It had been 
claimed that where there were fraudulent 
petitions and false affidavits, and others that 
were honest and true, it should be presumed 
that action was based on the latter, but the 
court declared that the use of truth in sup- 
port of a scheme of fraud did not’ make it 
any less fraud or any less criminal. On the 
whole, the charge of Judge WyLte must be 
regarded as very successfully clearing the 
case from the confusion which the counsel 
for the defense had labored to throw over it, 
and presenting its essential features with 
clearness and force. It must have served 
the purpose of rendering the task of the jury 
much simpler than it previously appeared to 
be. 

It would be neither useful nor proper to 
indulge in surmises as to the conclusions to 
be reached by the jury. Happily there is no 
reason to suspect that they will not give the 
case an honest and intelligent consideration, 
and endeavor to reach a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the law and the facts. It 
is almost too much to expect of: hu- 
man nature that their . minds will not 
be unconsciously influenced by the public 
importance of the case, the interest attached 
to it, and the conspicuous character of some 
of the accused; and it will not be surprising 
if they are so far affected by considerations 
which they are instructed to shut out from 
their minds as to find it diflicult to agree. 
3ut in the interest of public morality, and 
for the sake of honesty in the public ser- 
vice, it is to be hoped that a verdict will be 
reached which will vindicate the power of 
a Government dependent on the people for 
its strength andits purity to protect itself 
against corruption and plunder, however 
conspicuous, influential, or pretentious may 
be those who conspire to defraud it.

“A NEW DEPARTURE.”’ 

Our bright and ingenious contemporary, 
the Sun, has taken to preaching ‘‘ a new de- 
parture’’ to the Democratic Party.

The ‘‘departure’’ suggested by the Sun is 
not of the’ same ‘character, and would not 
have the same disastrous consequences, be- 
cause itis not a mere trick lke VALLAN- 
DIGHAM’S, but is undoubtedly in the right 
direction.

hand. There is no ‘‘anger’’ and not much. 


‘‘justice’’ for,immediate use in forging 
thunderbolts. “ On the contrary, the average 
Democratic constituency is very well satis- 
fied with the work of its representative, par- 
ticularly if by skillful log-rolling he has ob- 
tained an appropriation for his dir’rict. The 
appeals of the disinterested and patriotic 
editor of the Sun will be read, if read at all, 
by such a constituency with amusement and 
contempt. 


Nor is the advice to the Democracy to

ord.’”’ UE Lone had a certain precedent 
and encouragement for his action in the 
fact that Parry long before, in a similar 
northward track through the open ocean, 
had gained the highest latitude ever up to 
that time reached, and higher than was 
equaled for half a century later, in spite of 
improved appliances. On the other hand, 
the recent success of -PAYER shows that 
there is more assurance of attaining a high 
latitude by skirting along arctic land, 
while the loss of the Hira demonstrates the 
immeasurably greater chances of such a 
course in furnishing means of subsistence 
and of escape in case of disaster. 

It has been suggested that the diversion 
of Dre Lone’s course in search of the Vega, 
afier starting when he did, was a drawback 
to him, but it could hardly have affected his 
ultimate fate. When the Jeannette sank, 
and the retreat was ordered, it may be a 
question whether the second cutter, as 
events turned out, was the best boat that 
could have been taken—it has been said that 
there was a better left hancing to the davits 
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that would have weathered the storm in 
which Curpp perished. Such 2 _ boat, 
at all events, should have been pro- 
vided, as it is known that the  sec- 
ond cutter was a very bad sea _ boat, 
besides being not large enough to carry ner 
own provisions, and one of the delays solely 
occasioned by waiting for this boat, on the 
retreat, was fatal to the whole party, since 
the ice on the course in front jammed during 
that night and caused all three boats to re- 
main off Thaddeoffsky ten days without be- 
ing able to move. In the outfit for the re- 
treat six fine Richie boat compasses were in- 
tentionally left behind, ‘‘ because the Cap- 
tain said,” as DANENHOWER narrates, ‘‘ he 
preferred ; the . pocket prismatic « com- 
passes.” © The former had always’ been 
kept in the Jeannette ready for use on 
taking to the boats, and DANENHOWER 
says that their abandonment was ‘‘ much to 
our detriment at a later period.”’ In follow- 
ing the record of the retreat it may also be 
inquired whether the natural temptations to 
explore their fine discovery, known as Ben- 
nett Island, and their stays to recruit the 
weary men at other points, were not suffi- 
cient to retard the retreat until the journey 
through Siberia became precarious, which a 
few weeks earlier might have been made 
with , safety. Heavy loads were taken 
from the } Jeannette, but among: the 
articles not taken was a shot-gun, which 
was unfortunately left by orders on the ice 
when the ship went down, the whole trust 
being put in the rifles. De Lone’s records 
tell the result in such“ expressions, here and 
there, as ‘“‘numerous ptarmigan tracks, but 
for their capture ALExra had onty a rifle, and, 

though a good shot, only succeeded in ob- 
taining a few.’’ The day that NInDERMAN 
left the party, then’ wholly without food, 

there was a large flock of ptarmigans near 
by, nearly all of which could have been 
secured by a shot-gun. 


We have the testimony of Lieut. DaNnEn- 
ROWER that MELVILLE strongly objected to 
the delay that preceded the last stage of the 
boat journey from Simoutki Island to the 
mouth of the Lena; but of course it’ could 
not be foreseen that this delay would be just 
sufficient to cause the party to be caught in 
a storm that came up and sank CuHrppP’s 
boat, separating, also, the , two others. 
Despite all delays, it was no later in the 
year than Sept. 16 when De Lone made 
land; and, considering this fact and the six 
weeks that elapsed before the last of the 
party perished from hunger, on Oct. 30 or 
31, with the short distance traveled, it will 
be worth inquiring whether any other mode 
of journeying could have enabled this party 
of resolute men to save itself. , Dz Lone’s 
own record shows that at first he had no ap- 
prehensions on this head, and, in fact, it was 
not for several weeks that the expedient was 
adopted of sending the strongest of the party 
ahead to seek aid. Up to that time the whole 
party regulated itself to the abilities of the 
lame and weak, still they moved far enough 
to permanently away” from a region 
where they saw many deer and shot as many 
as they required to a barren one, where they 
starved to death. Would it have been 
really feasible or not to establish 
the main party in this reindeer region, hunt- 
ing and storing some game, while pushing 
on the two or three strongest men, so that 
the latter, then not weakened by lack of 
food, could go on rapidly in search of aid? 
Such inquiries as these present themselves, 
and the only persons whose answers to them 
are worth having are the’ survivors of the 
Jeannette, who have been witnesses to the 
many instances of good judgment as well as 
to the courage and constancy of their com- 
rades who have perished. It is the careful 
study of a bitter experience like that of the 
Jeannette that will serve for the guidance of 
future explorers.

PULPIT AND STAGE. 

For some time the country has been agi- 
tated by the question, Is the Rev. Mr. M1in 
about to become an actor ?: Being a modest 
man, Mr. Mrin has been very reluctant to 
say anything about the matter. Moreover, 
he has been a very busy man, as any man 
must be who edits a newspaper in the day- 
time, lectures in the evening, and free-thinks 
at Watkins Glen during his vacation. Still, 
Mr. Min now plainly perceives that pub- 
lic excitement must be calmed at any cost 
of personal modesty and time, and he has 
therefore definitely announced that he will 
make his first appearance as an actor early 
in October, and in a Chicago theatre. . He 
came to this City from Watkins Glen ex- 
pressly in order to buy his stage costumes, 
having doubtless obtained many new ideas 
in connection with hair and clothing by 
studying the Watkins Glen Free Thinkers. 
When these stage costumes are finished he 
will take them to Chicago, and on the 9th 
of next month will begin to wear them be- 
hind the footlights. 


Mr. Mitn is content to begin his theat- 
rical career very modestly. He informed a 
reporter the other day that he should make 
his first appearance as Hamlet, and should 
afterward play Iago, Othello, and Richelieu. 
Beginning in this way at the foot of the 
ladder, he will doubtless make his way to 
the highest rank ‘in the profession. 3 He may 
very possibly be intrusted with such parts as 
Cassio or Roderigo within the course of a 
year or two, and his friends have every 
reason to believe that if he works ; hard 
and steadily * he will in time play 
the Ghost in ‘‘Hamlet’’ and the ' Second 
Murderer in ‘‘ Macbeth.’’ } Such is often the 
proud lot of actors who are contented to be- 
gin where Mr. Mrin’ begins, and what 
others have done he may: reasonably expect 
to do, The example of. Mr. Wopsle, who, 
like Mr. Minn, was at one time not wholly 
unconnected with ecclesiastical pursuits, 
should be full of encouragement to the lat- 
ter gentleman. Mr. Wopsie, deserting the 
Church for the stage, made his first appear- 
ance in the modest yet honorable part of 
Hamlet, and by steady and intelligent indus- 
try finally rose in the profession until he 
could fill the part of Fifth or Sixth 
Citizen{in plays like :.‘‘ Coriolanus’’ or 
** Julius Csesar,’’ in any provincial theatre 
in England. Mr. Mitn may prove to be 
another Wopsle, and there are those who, 
from their familiarity with, his sermons, 
have no hesitation in predicting that such 
will be the crowning glory of his theatrical 
career. 

It sometimes puzzles people to understand 
why ministers of the real or alleged Gospel 
who have left their original profession show 


such a frequent inclination to become ac- 
tors. It is possible that the practice acquired 


in delivering solemn sermons fits the preach-- 


er to take a leading part in a great American 
comedy, but it certainly must tend to:make 
him too tedious for any other line of ;theat- 
rical business. It is true that . there 
are ’ exceptional preachers—like the 
Rev. ; Mr. TatmaGe, - for example— 
who ? could play certain, comic char- 
acters in SHAKESPEARE’S:comedies and 
wear the cap and bells as gracefully as 
if they had spent their lives on the stage. 
Moreover, there are many  strong-lunged 
Methodist ministers—men who can preach 
at sea-side resorts and roar the surf out of 
time in four rounds, (Countess of Hunting- 
ton rules)—who could become great Ameri- 
can tragedians and play the Gladiator 
or Metamora to the entire satisfaction. of. 
Western audiences. Still, the ministry does 
not seem to be precisely the best possible 
school for actors. 

Of course, if a minister: disbelieves the 
creed which he preaches, he is to a certain 
extent an actor. Thereis Mr. Henry Warp 
BexrcHeEr. His friends and apologists assure. 
us that we ought not to judge him by his re- 
cent rationalistic contribution to the North 
American Review, but by his ordinary ; ser-: 
mons, which do not teach the heresies advo- 
cated by him in the Review. . If it be true that 
Mr. Bercrer preaches doctrines in the pul-: 
pit which he repudiates in the North Amert- 
can Review, he must be regarded as an actor. 
That is to say, he weekly plays the part.of a, 
Christian minister. with such‘ ability ‘that 
hundreds of people are in raptures with the 
realism of the performance.. Such a man 
could doubtless act on the stage as well as 
he acts in the pulpit, and would therefore, 
make a very successful actor. ~ 

Mr. Mriitw may have learned the histrionic 
art in’ very much the same way.> He was 
for a long’ time the minister of a so-called 
church in Chicago. In this situation it was 
indispensable that he should profess a belief. 
in the existence of Gon, the immortality of’ 
the soul, and the excellence of the Chris-' 
tian code of morals. We are told that he 
was a very successful minister, and if the 
prospectus of his weekly newspaper is 
to be credited he was ‘ regarded, at 
all events by himself, as a powerful and elo- 
quent preacher. - Now, Mr. Mruwn has lately 


openly rejected the Christian religion and 
avowed his complete disbelief in the super- 
natural. He could not have arrived at this 
advanced stage of infidelity ina single mo- 
ment, and we are therefore justified in 
assuming that he played the part of a Chris- 
tian minister for sometime after he had 
ceased to believe in Christianity. 

If this be true, he may find that his ex- 
perience gained in the pnlpit will be of im- 
mense service to him on the stage. He will, 
however, make a mistake in endeavoring to 
play Hamlet. ‘The part in which he ought 
to appear is that of Iago. It will be a curi- 
ous and interesting study to trace in the 
character of Iago, as interpreted by Mr. 
Mri, the Christian minister who has en- 
deavored to destroy the faith of men and 
women in religion and to desolate their lives 
by taking from them all hope of a future 
life. 


Several of the Police magistrates appear to 
act on the conviction that their remunerative 
and easy positions were created to afford the in- 
cumbents fat places, where they could work only 
when they found it convenient. It is not a very 
pleasant thing at any time foraman to have to 
visit a Police Court as complainant, and it is but 
natural that he should expect to find magistrate 
to attend to his grievance and let him depart ass 
soon as possible when circumstances do call him 
to court. To have to wait hours during court 
hours foran absent magistrate, and to incur more 
or less costly delay in business thereby, is a 
sacrifice that a  eitizen cannot rightiy be 
called upon to make, and one which he has a per- 
fect right to insist shall not be demanded of him. 
The rules of the Board of Police Justices require 
that courts shall be open for the transaction of 
business during certain stated hours, and that a 
magistrate shall be there to attend to the business. 
This rule, however, is habitually violated by some of 
the magistrates, and by none more persistently and 
flagrantly than by Mr. Justice MauricE J. PowEr. 
Political ‘* pull” made this gentleman the successor 
of a magistrate who had some adequate idea of 
what the duties of his position were in so far as 
attention to court business was concerned. If 
Justice Power ever had any such ideas he has failed 
to demonstrate them thus far. Politics and out- 
side business are allowed to claim more of his 
time apparently than he can find it convenient to 
give to the duties of his $8,000 per annum office. 
The result is that almost daily the business 
of his court is retarded for hours to wait his 
own sweet leisure to come ami look after it, 
and he is not without imitators in this custom on 
the bench. It is high time that the custom was 
abolished, and it is just possible that offending 
magistrates may be forced into a proper sense of 
their obligation to the public if they longer persist 
in indolent and indifferent service. It is only just 
to add that there are some of the magistrates— 
notably Mr. Justice Brxsy—who are striving to 
reform this grievous Geficiency, and they are to be 
commended for having set their faces against a 
growlng laziness well calculated to demoralize the 


Police Beneh. 


The question whether our heads are smaller 
than those of our grandfathers has been attract- 
ing particular attention in European scientific cir- 
cles during the last few weeks. The subject 
was first agitated by writers for Nature, Lon- 
don, one of whom, Mr. F. F. Tvuckett, insists 
that the average size of hats has decreased one 
size within the last twenty-five years, which 
means, if the criterion is to be trusted, a diminu- 
tion of three-eighths of an inch in average circum- 
ference. As Mr. Tuckett adduces in evidence of 
his assertion the testimony of leading hatters in 
London, he is’ probably right so far as that 
part of the case is concerned. But there 
are, as Mr. CHartes Roserts explains, in a re- 
joinder to Mr. Tuckert, various reasons for the 
average decrease in size of hats, without ac- 
cepting that gentleman’s’ view of the cause. 
In the first place, men wear their hair 
cropped more closely than they did years 
ago, and in the second,sthe fashion now 
is to wear one’s hat on the top of the head, instead 
of pulling it down over the ears, as was done by 
men of the last generation. Again, the tal! hat is 
now worn by a iarge class of persons who are uni- 
formly small-headed, such as clerks and shopmen, 
who formerly did rot affect such a luxury, while, 
on the other hand, many persons of the large- 
headed class, clergymen and others, who wore 
tall hats only years ago, have now given them up, 
and prefer the soft felt tothe uncomfortable sec- 
tion of stove-pipe once in vogue. The only way to 
get at the truth would be to examine the statistics | 
of each class . separately, and to make’ 





an allowance of a quarter of an inch for 


the present mode of wearing the hat and of 
cropping the hair. But if Mr. TwtcxKerr’s 
view is to be accepted, then, while the 
head has lost in size, there has been a 
general gain in weight and vigor of body; for, 
comparing the statistics of factory children in 1833 
with those of 1873 in England, it is found that chil- 


dren of i0 years of age now are as tall of stature’ 


and as heavy as children of 11 years of age were 
forty years ago. Thereis great variety. however, 
in the size of heads among the intellectuai 
classes in England. According to Mr. Tucx- 
Ett, Lord CHELMSFoRD weats a 634 hat 
only, and the sizes of some seominent peovie 
ha aivas ag follows: The late Dean STANLEY. 


634; Lord BeaconsFIeLp, 7; the Prince of W 
7; CHARLES Dickens, 744; Lord SELBOoRNE, 734i

* The workshop which the venerable PETER 
Coorsr has had fitted up for the training of pupild 
in mechanical engineering exemplifies his usual 
foresight and sagacity in a manner not at first ap- 
parent to the casual observer. Indeed, it hag 
escaped most persons that mechanical engineering 
has developed inte a special profession ‘under the 
fostering agency of the Stevens Institute, Hobo. 
ken, whose principal training is devoted to thig 
specialty. Not only is this the case, but the best 
modes of educating mechanical engineers have 
been subjects of careful and thorough discussion, 
in which President Morton, Mr. CoLEMAN SELLERS, 
and others have taken an important part. The 
mere training of the muscles of a young man i 
the workshop may make a good operating ma 
chanic, but mechanical engineering consists ig 
something more than the ability to handle tool 
well and to repair a power loom when out of 
order. A minimum amount of book learning may 
serve the mere skilled artisan as well as a complete 
education*in mechanical science, if he aims to be 
nothing more than a skilled artisan, and is not 
solicitous to make his way in his profession. But 
the fact remains that the course in mechanicg 
even at the Stevens Institute, which certainly 
ranks first in the list of such schools, is a short one 
in which toacquire both a practical anda theo- 
retical training. Not more than 1,000 or 1,500 
hours at most can be spared from a threa 
years’ collega training for the culture of the 
muscles int a skop devoted .to mechanics; 
and every;mechanic is aware that a limited prac- 
tice with tools, such as is implied in the preceding 
statement, is not sufficient to acquire the expert- 
ness of hand and deftness of fingers that are essen 
tial to operative success. In this exigency refer- 
ence may well be made to the Russian system of 
training mechanical engineers, which differs very 
materially from that in use elsewhere, and is in it 
way unique. In workshop training, as arule, the 
attempt is made to construct as well as to in 
struct, and time is lost in the effort to make the 
workshop pay asa manufactory. Inthe Russian 
method the shop is so arranged as to subserve tha 
purpose of a well-selected series of manual exer. 
cises by which the hand of the pupil is trained ig 
the movements required in practical mechanics. 
He is not constantly hampered by fear of wasting 
materials, nor is he called to. account in that re- 
spect. One ofthe immediate advantages of this 
method is that itadmits of a graded marking in 
the same manner as proficiency in Latin or Greek 
or any other school exercise. The system that 
isto be pursued in the Cooper Union workshop 
may be styled the tentative; that is, an effort will 
be made to ascertain what is best adapted to com: 
bined muscular and mental training, and, when 
discovered, the happy mean between all extremeg 
will be adopted. 

A California paper relates a circumstance 
which once more suggests that there is nothing 
sadder in nature than the life of a beast of bur- 
den. There is, says our contemporary, still ex 
isting a mule which is one of the pioneers of 1849, 
It was kept by its original owner in Calaveras 
County until he died a few years ago, (having, let 
us hope by an accident, failed to provide for hig 
old servant,) and is now owned by a Chinaman; 
who gets all the work he can out of the poor old 
ereature. Suchisathe career, though happily not 
so long protracted, of nine horses out of ter. 
Up to 3, and sometimes 4, years old they are 
quite happy. Then comes a period of, say, seven 
years, when some lead a life of the highest artifi- 
cial equine luxury, while others are very 
hard at work, but still in the enjoyment 
of health and _ strength, . enabling them 
to“ bear up against the®* brutality and 
crass stupidity to which they are exposed. In 
the end, however, nearly all come to the same low 
level. The thorough-bred and the hardy roadster 
find a’common sad fate. As for the street car 
horse, his time of misery must be held to date from 
the time he enters that service, when his “poor 
feet’”’ never know what it is to be off those horrible 
cobble-stones. By the end of three years the 
ruin of the legs of most of these car horses hag 
been completed, and then they are sold off 
to the large class who understand extract« 
ing the maximum of work with the mini- 
mum of food. All over the City may be 
seen animals attached to~-junk carts and 
dilapidated expresses, which literally have nota 
leg to stand upon. Watch the poor things for a 
moment standing, and you will see them shift pain- 
fully from leg te leg,so as to give one an occa- 
sional rest. Many arelameof both a fore and a 
hind foot, and cannot move without great distress; 
some cannot posaibly get beyond a walk without 
creating an exhibition which might raise-a cry of 
“Beren!” Along way up town, near the East 
River, there is a market for animals of this kind, 


and any humane person attending it must reflect 


that the existence of horses is one of the most in- 
scrutable in the arrangements of Providence. Here 
are animals, presumably innocent of offense, con- 
demned to long years of the extremest misery 
without remedy or appeal; forcan any misery bo 
much greater than, with a weak, sick old body and 


‘terribly teader feet, to be attached to a heavy load 


driven by a man with a heavy whip, day 
after day. until you are en the verge of utter 


exhaustion? A few months ago some benevolent 


persons in Connecticut “ discovered that a 
farmer there adopted the economical plan 
of Duying up town horses utterly unfit for 
further use and working them to death on 
his farm. They managed to get him heavily 
fined, but probably not until he had in 
this fashion tortured dozens of animals to death. 
If as children people were taught to think more of 
the suffering entailed on these animals there would 
be far less of it. The clergy by occasionally preach, 
ing on the subject may do much, as they have 
done in England, but mothers might do much more,

FIGHTING THE EGYPTIANS 


JHE BRITISH PROVOKING SLIGHT 
ENGAGEMENTS. 
RECONNOISSANCES ALONG ARABI PASHA’S 

LINES—ACTIVITY OF THE EGYPTIANS— 
ARABI REPORTED ILL—STEALING THE 
BODY OF A HANGED MURDERER. 
ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 8.—Mounted infan- 
try made a spirited reconnoissance of Mandara 
yesterday. They came in contact with the 


enemy, and six of the latter were killed or 
wounded, 


It is reported that Arabi Pasha is ill with 
dysentery. 


The body of the murderer of the English- 
men Richardson and Dobson, who was hanged 
yesterday, was left hanging in charge of 20 
native policemen. Late last evening an Arab 
mob overpowered the guard and carried off 
the body, together with the rope with which 
the man was hanged. They intend to send the 


murderer’s clothes and the rope to a mosque 
as relics, and the body is to be embalmed as 
that of a saint. There were no British soldiers 
on guard. 

Capt. Ernest Rice, the British Naval Attaché 
to the Legation at Paris, has been ordered to 
Egypt to assist Gen. Wolseley in making 
necessary arrangements, as soon as the mili- 
tary convention has been definitely signed. 

The Bittern. will proceed to Benghazi, Barca, 
and will remain two days to display the Brit- 
ish flag in those waters. 

There is no further danger of prisoners be- 
ing tortured, Sir Edward Malet, the British 
Consul-General, having taken measures for 
the prevention of the practice. He says he 
had difliculty in persuading the Arabs that 
the use of thumb-screws was unnecessary in 
conducting examinations of prisoners. The 
Khédive has given stringent orders that no 
prisoners whatever be tortured or otherwise 
iil-treated in the future. 

The Ministry to-day submitted to the for- 
eign Consuls-General a proposal relative to 
indemnifying the inhabitants of this city for 
losses sustained by incendiarism or pillage. 
The Ministry suggest that an interna- 
tional commission, whese decision shall 
be final, be appointed to settle claims, the 
commission to consist of four members of 
the Public Debt Department, two Egyotian 
delegates, and one delegate from each of the 
six great powers, one of the Egvptian dele- 
gates to be President of the commission, and 
the Vice-President to be elected by the com- 
mission by a simple majority. 

Kassasrn, Sept. 8.—A reconnoissance was 
made to-day with the object of driving out 
the force of the enemy reported to have occu- 
pied a village near here, and also of erect- 
ing a field telegraph line. The village 
was found deserted, but the enemy’s 
position and earthworks were discerned 
on a ridge not far distant. The enemy 
appeared in great numbers and a brisk fire 
was opened by both sides, which continued 
half an hour without any casualties, The 
borse of Major Terry, correspondent of the 
Army and Navy Gazette, was shot from under 
bim. While the English were retiring 
the enemy swarmed down the hill and 
fired at them. The Egyptians evidently 
thought the reconnoissance was the beginning 
of earnest operations. The enemy are giving 
the English more trouble than the latter 
had anticipated. The Egyptians are now 
in possession of four positions from 
which the English had driven them. The 
reconnoissance made = yesterday in the 
vicinity of Tel-el-Kebir revealed the enemy’s 
position from Karraim to Tel-el-Kebir, to the 
extent of about five or six miles. The strength 
of the enemy at both places is now pretty ac- 
curately known. 

Major-Gen. Willis has arrived here and 
taken over the command from Gen. Graham. 
All of Arabi Pasha’s troops from Cairo have 
been brought to Tel-el-Kebir; also the black 
regiments, which form the élite of the Egyp- 
tian soldiery. The enemy is working night 
and day at the intrenchments across the fresh 
water canal on his right. Gen. Wolseley is 
now in direct telegraphic communication with 
London. 

While the reconnoitring party was return- 
ing after exchanging fire with the enemv to- 
day a long train was observed coming up from 
the enemy’s camp, probably laden with 
troops, showing that the enemy was ready to 
meet the English in advance ot his main posi- 
tion. No measures have been taken to conceal 
the English movements from the enemy. 

ISMAILIA, Sept. 8.—It is reported that the 
fresh water canal has been cut above Tel-el- 
Kebir, thus flooding the low lands to the south 
of that place. Forty guns from Cairo arrived 
at Tel-el-Kebir yesterday. 

As the water in the fresh water canal is 
ati!l falling, the lock-gates cannot be opened 
to allow boats to enter. Two steam launches 
have been dragged bodily from the lake 
over the sand hills and placed in the canal by 
Highlanders, 200 of whom manned each rope. 
The Second Division is now in the harbor 
awaiting orders to disembark. A Russian 
General arrived here to-day in one of the 
imperial yachts to witness operations. 

Port Sarp, Sept. 8.—An understanding has 
been arrived at between the military authori- 
ties and the Water Company by which Port 
Said will receive 500 tons of,water daily, and 
Ismailia a sufficient quantity to supply its in- 
habitants.

THE YELLOW FEVER SCOURGE.

FOUR DEATHS IN BROWNSVILLE, TEXAS, AND 
TWO AT PENSACOLA—NURSES WANTED. 
BROWNSVILLE, Sept. 8,.—Fifty-eight new 
cases of yellow fever were reported to-day and 4 
deaths, three of the victims being Mexicans and 
the fourth, Col. J. D. Grasty, a Virginian well 


known in New-Orleans. There are five cases in 
Fort Brown, but ali the patients are doing 
well, with the exception of one, who is 
not expected to recover. Mr. Wolff and family 
are down with the disease. and Mr. Melon has 
suffered a relapse. Mr. William Scanlan is very 
sick. In Matamoras the fever is decreasing. There 
were three deaths there to-day. The weather is 
cloudy with a norther blowing. 


PENSACOLA, Sept. 8.—The Beard of Health 
bulletins 13 new cases of. fever and 2 deaths 
within the past 24hours. One of the deaths was 
one of the cases reported to-day for the first time. 
This leads the public to the opinion that 
a number of cases of a suspicious nature 
were held under observation in the hope that 
they might not prove to be yellow fever. This 
may probably account for the apparently rapid in- 
crease yesterday and to-day. The people, in the 
face of an almost entire suspension of business 
and the severe pecuniary losses’ thereby 
entailed, are holding up with a cour- 
age that is quite remarkable, when it 
is added that hundreds are new-comers, 
and consequently unacclimatized. There was un- 
til noon yesterday a buoyant feeiing of hope that 
tne beginning of the end of the plague had come, 
but when case after cafe was bulletined at 
the office of the Board of Health there 
was a great revulsion, but no panic, 
The pressing need now is trained nurses 
of experience. The Secretary of the Relief 
Association reports that there has been a greater 
demand foruurses than they have been able.to 
supply by volunteers, and that it has no fund to 
pay them oor to purchase apparently es- 
sential supplies. The committee hopes, how- 
ever, for a generous response to the appeal tele- 
graphed to the Associated Press last night. If the 
fever continues to extend they will have to send 
to New-Orleans for practical nurses. The atmos- 
phere tu-day is much cooler than usual, and some 
alarm is felt as to the effects upon those who are 
down with the disease. The people are even now 
hopeful that the fury of an epidemic may be stayed. 

The Italian bark Due Amice Liguri was boarded 
yesterday about 35 miles outside of Pensacola Bar 
by the fishing smack Kate Smith. NoCaptain or 
mate was on board the bark. The crewreport that 
the officers died several davs ago. ‘lhe bark 
cleared from Pensacola Aug. 18, with timber, for 
Newport.

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A MEMORY OF HARPER'S FERRY. 
—_——-<.»--- —- 
PROBABLE FINDING OF THE SKELETON OF 
ONE OF JOHN BROWN’S MEN. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 8.—A piece of 
interesting history has been developed here witbin 
the past few days. The presence of Mrs. John 
Brown at Chicago has stirred up all the facts con- 
nected with the Harper's Ferry insurfection, 
among the incidents being the killing of Owen and 
Oliver, the two sons of old John Brown, the 
body of neither of whom was ever recovered 


by their friends and buried. Dr. J. J. Johnson, 
now living in Martinsville, in this State, 20 
miles south from here, saw the pubiication 
and addressed a letter to the Chicago 
Tribune, to the effect that he believed he had 
in his office the skeleton of one of the sons, and 
giving the story of how it came into his pos- 
session. He aiso wrote to John Brown, Jr., 
at Put-in Bay, a letter in which he repeat- 
ed the story substantially as follows: “I 
was Surgeon of the Twenty-seventh Regiment 
of Indiana Volunteers, and my regiment was on the 
advance, and I took charge of the medical college 
there, and found a specimen in the museum. I 
asked Gen. Banks to allow me the prepara- 
tion, which he granted. I placed it in my 
general hospital on the City of Winchester 
for a month or longer, then shipped it to Martins- 
ile, Ind., and it has been there ever since. I re- 
moved it from Winchester, Va.. some time in the 
month of June, 1862, The Professor who made the 
preparation told me it was his body. A hole you 
could thrust your finger through exists, passing 
through the bowels and passing out of the body be- 
side the spinal column. whic is distinetly visible. 
The doctors of the college gave mea full history 
of the case and how they obtained the body. 
The Surgeon of the Second Massachusetts Regiment 
offered to buy it and send it to the relatives. 
I refused to let him have it, thinking it was such a 
nice preparation he wanted it for himself. The 
Surgeon’s name was Leland, I think. I often 
thought if I could hear where the mother was I 
would send her the body. I think the doctors told 
me his given name was Owenor Edwin. I want 
to be certain as to that. I wrote, as I stated above, 
to her friend in Chicago.” 

There is no doubt that it is the body of young 
Brown, killed at Harper’s Ferry, and, acting 
upon this letter, Mr. Brown visited Chi- 
cago, saw his mother, and to-night arrived 
here and will go to Martinsville in the 
morning. Mr. Brown is _ satisfied from 
the inquiries thus far made and all the circum. 
stances, that the skeleton is that of his brother, 
Watson, Dr. Johnson being mistaken in the 
first name. Oliver was kilied instantly, 
but Watson was shot through the body 
as described, living for three days. 
Dr. Johnson isa reputable gentleman, and, if the 
skeleton be identified, will be glad to restore it to 
the family.. Mr. Brown was entertained at supper 
by Gov. Porter. A representative of the Journal 
has seen the skeleton and talked with Dr. Johnson, 
and little doubt exists in the mind of any that it is 
the body of Watson Brown. 
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FAITHFUL TV THE DEAD SEVENTY-FIVE 
YEARS.

J., was, for the first time in its history, excited 
overa case of homicide yesterday. Closter is in 
the Township of Harrington. It contains some- 
thing over 600 inhabitants, and is about 20 miles 
from Jersey City, on the line of the Northern Rail- 
road. Daniel W. Cole, one of thé oldest residents 
of the place, was found lying unconscious, with his 
head in a pool of blond, upon the rear platform of 
the railroad station early yesterday morning. He 
remained in a comatose state until 7:20 P. M., when 
he died, surrounded by his family, in his own 
home. The circumstances, so far as they are 
known, that led up to Mr. Cole’s death are pecul- 
jar. He was a carpenter by trade, and had been 
employed by Joseph Schuesler, Superintendent of 
the window-shade factory in the village. 
On Thursday afternoon he received $5 from 
Mr. Schuesler, and stated that he intended 
to buy some groceries to take home. He seems 
to have forgotten the groceries and to have taken 
more liquor than was good for him. Several per- 
sons state that they saw him in the vicinity of the 
station intoxicated. He went into the Alpine 
House, kept by N. M. Ward, a little after 8 o’clock, 
and it is said got into a wordy altercation with 
some men there and was ejected by the proprietor. 


Soon afterward a livery stable keener named 
James Barton saw him stagger across the open 
space between the Alpine House and the railroad 
station. When he reached the lower end of the 
rear platform he stretched himself upon it, and 
was seep lying there wnen Mr. Barton closed bis 
stable and went home, at 10 o’clock. 

When the midnight train from New-York arrived 
at Closter station, about 1 o’clock A. M,, Cole was 
still lying on the platform, according to the testi- 
mony of a coach driver named Abraham Wright, 
who drove down to meet the train. Wright says 
he thought Cole was drunk, and therefore paid no 
attention to him. The station agent, David Baker, 
found Cole in the same position at 5:30 A. M., 
and a few of the villagers gathered about and at- 
tempts were made to arouse him from what they 
supposed was his drunken stupor. He had been 
bleeding from the nostrils quite freely. They 
struck him on the soles of the feet with a snort bit 
of hard wood which they found on the ground be- 
neath where he was lying, but beyond a faint 
groan he gave no sign of consciousness. He was 
then lifted on an iron freight truck and 
wheeled into the freight-house a few feet 
away. At 7:30 o'clock Dr. H. A. Crary, 
of Closter, was called. He at first supposed that 
Mr. Cole was suffering from the effects of a bad 
spree, and attributed the flow of blood to some 
slight injurv. Upon examination, however, he 
found a contusion just over the unfortunate man’s 
leftear. The skin was not broken, but the cold 
and almost pulseless condition of the man led the 
doctor to suspect that some serious injury had been 
inflicted upon him. Pickin up Mr. Cole’s hat, an 
old and crushed black derby, he saw a fresh cut 
on the side, such as would just about fit over the 
contusion on the bead, and going to the place 
where Cole had been lying he found the stout 
oaken stick which the villagers had a few 
hours before used in their attempts to 
arouse the unconscious man. This stick 
proved to be the lower sash-piece of a 
carriage door; it was about a foot and a half long, 
rather heavy and short-coraered. The Doctor 
argued that the cut in the hat ana the contusion on 
Cole’s head had both been made by one of the 
sharp cornets of this stick, wielded by the hands of 
a person unknown. Searchin Mr. Cole’s pockets 
revealed the fact that all of his money had disap- 
peared, Theinjured man was takento his home, 
about three-quarters of a mile from the s‘ation, 
where he remained unconscious until his death. 
Dr. Crary thinks that the skull was fractured, and 
possibly that a clot had formed in the brain. There 
was no bleeding from the wound. Tue Doctor 
stated to a ‘Times reporter that Cole was certainly 
hurt by a blow from a sharp-edged instrument, and 
that he could not have received his injury by fall- 
ing. Coroner Taylor, of Englewood, was informed 
last evening of Mr. Cole’s death, and be will proba- 
bly make a post-mortem examination to-day. 

As soon as it became known about the village 
that old Mr. Cole was dying, presumably from the 
effects of a blow dealt by human hands, surmises 
and theories began to arise as to who did the deed. 
Suspicion at once fastened upon two tramps who 
had been seen In the village on Thursday evening 
and early yesterday morning. Mr. John P. bB. 
Westerfelt, of Cresskill, chief detective of the Pali- 
sade and Harrington Township Detective Associa- 
tion, took charge of the case and gathered what in- 
formation he could about the two tramps. He found 
that they had walked from Fort Lee to Closter 
Thursday afternoon and tried to stealaride on a 
freight train from the latter piace to _ dJer- 
sey City. They were unsuccessful, and slept 
in a freight car at Closter all night 
and left the village on foot yesterday mornin. 
Mr. Westerfelt tracked them as far as Ridgefield, 
and from (here he télegraphed to Detective Brown, 
of the Erie Railway, at Jersey City, to look out for 
them, and also to advise Chief of Police Murphy, 
of Jersey City. One of the tramps is described as 
a tall, dark, red-faced man with black mustache 
and a beard of three weeks’ growth. He wore 
brown overalls, a dark working shirt, black 
slouched hat, and carried a black coat over his 
shoulder. The other man was about 5 feet 6 
inches in height, wore a black derby hat, dark 
shirt,and brown overalls. Both men were in Fg- 
gert’s Hotel, at Closter, drinking whisky about 
8:30 P. M. on Thursday night, and they also drank 
some whisky in the same place about 6:30 yester- 
day morning. Henry Ejiseman, the bar-tender in 
the hotel, says that the smaller of the two men 
seemed in haste to get away from the village, ana 
kept urging his companion to “come on.” 

A young man pamed George W. Johnson, whose 
father keeps a livery stable near Mr. Eggert’s 
hotel, says that he saw Mr. Cole and the two 
tramps inthe bar-reoom of the hotel at the same 
time about 8:45 P. M. on Thursday. He did not see 
them talking together, however, and the reporter 
was unable to find any person in the village who 
did see the two tramps in company with Mr. Cole 
atany time. A singular feature of this case is that 
two men, answering in most respects the descrip- 
tions given of the two tramps, were seen loitering 
on the road leading past the Cole home- 
stead. One of them, whom the house-maid, 
Ida Conly, says was a_ big, rough-looking 
and queer-talking map, asked for some breakfast, 
and was supplied with a generous meal by the 
family of the murdered man. Daniel W. Cole was 
born in this City March 22, 1826. He haa lived in 
Closter nearly all of his life, and was @ hard-work- 
ing man when not in liquor. His family is re- 
spected by all who know them. He leaves a widow, 
two married sons, and a married daughter, the lat- 
ter being Mrs. James Davis, of Closter. His oldest 
son, Walter, is a conductor on the Northern Rail- 
road of New-Jersey, and lives in Nyack. He was 
conductor of the midnight train which stopped at 
the Closter station while his father was lying un- 
conscious upon the platform at 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

At 1 o’clook this morning two men answer- 
ing the deseription of the supposed mur- 
derers entered the Gregory-street Police-station, 
in Jersey City and, asked for a night’s lodg- 
ing. Sergt. Finlay, who was in charge, 
questioned fthem, They gave evasive answers, 
and the Sergeant locked them up. They described 
themseives as Henry Beggs, aged 25, and Solomon 
Heally, aged 30.

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COLLISION OFF SANDY HOOK. 


THE STEAMER BREAKWATER RUNS DOWN 
THE SCHOONER JESSIE ELIZABETH. 

The steamer Breakwater, of the Old Do- 
minion Line, bound from this port to Lewes, Del., 
ran down the three-masted schooner Jessie Eliza- 
beth, from South Amboy, N. J., to South Boston, 
Mass., with a cargo of 476 tons of coal for the 
New-England Railroad Company, off the point of 
Sandy Hook yesterday afternoon. A hole was 
stove in the port side of the schooner abaft the 
main rigging, and she sank in the channel in 20 
minutes with every sail set. The Captain and 


crew, six in all, took a little luggage and escaped 
in asmall boat. They were picked up and taken 
to the Guvernment dock at Sandy Hook. Capt. 
Edwards, of the Jessie Elizabeth, reported that 
the schooner was on the starboard tack and sailing 
by the wind; therefore, it would have been impos- 
sible to luff. The steamer, the Captain said, might 
have gone on either side or stopped. The 
Captain heard the steamer blow no whistle. 
The steamer Breakwater put back to New- 
York immediately after the collision and 
went to her. pier. No 37 North River. 
The engineer let the steam out of the boil- 
ers last night to make an examination of the boat. 
Capt. Malletet, of the Breakwater, said that Capt. 
Edwards’s statement was correct and he took all 
the responsibility on himself. He thought he could 
run under the schooner's stern, bus it proved he 
made a miscalculation. The schooner, he thought, 
might have luffed a little and averted the collision. 
He was at the wheel himself and stopped the en- 
gine before the crash came. The damage to the 
Breakwater, which was in the stem under water, 
he thought was not great. The steamer made no 
water. There was no alarm on board the Break- 
water. 
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PERILS OF THE WATER. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—A dispatch from Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., “*A most serious collision 
occurred on the lake here yesterday evening. The 
tug William Goodnow towing the schooners John 
O'Neil, George D. Russell, and Kate Winslow was 
struck by the steamer Northerner. The schooner 
George D. Russell was sunk in two or three min- 
utes, causing the loss of two, perhaps three, lives, 
one being a woman. The Russell had 1,300 tons ar 
iron ore on board.”’

THE ENGLISH PRACTICE 


‘MOSQUITOES ANNOYING THE BRIT- 

ISH TEAM AT CREEDMOOR. 

LOW SCORE MADE AT THE LONG RANGES 
YESTERDAY— PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
INTERNATIONAL MATCH — ADDITIONAL 
MONEY FOR EXPENSES. 


The British team had the range at Creed- 
moor to themselves yesterday, and they rolled up 
some magnificent scores at the short ranges. The 
American team passed the day quietly. Some of 
jts members returned to their homes, and some 
watched the shooting of the British team, but, with 
the exception of Major Shakspeare, none of them 
did any shooting. Col. Bodine was firm in refusing 
to allow any other member of the team to shoot 
until to-day. The wind fluctuated from 4 to 6 
o’clock on the dial. The British team called it ‘‘ an 
ugly fish-tail breeze.” For the first time since the 


beginning of the practice by the British at Creed- 
moor, they had to resort to “coaching.” ‘* It is 
five points worse than any we have yet had,” said 
Sir Henry Halford. Mrs. Humphry, dressed {in a cool 
Summer costume, sat under the marquee behind 
her husband. and “spotted” his shots through a 
telescope. The Scottish members of the team set- 
tled down to their work, apparently none the worse 
for their participation in the Caledonian games on 
the previous day. Lieut. Heap had recovered from 
his indisposition, and shot over the ranges with the 
other members of the team. All of the riflemen 
romplained of the ravages of the ‘* midgets,’’ as 
they termed the mosquitoes. ‘‘ They seem to like 
the ‘ blarsted Britishers,’”’ said Major Pearse. The 
score in the first stage was chiefly remarkable for 
an absence of “ misses.’’ Although no sighting- 
shots were allowed, every man struck the target on 
the first shot, and kept on it until the close of the 
stage. The scores at 200 yards were not as high as 
have previously been made by the team, but they 
were considerably above the average. Goodear 
nud Boulter “ tied’’ on 31, the highest score made 
at that distance, and the total score made by the 
team was 350 points. ‘he aggregate at the three 
ranges was 1,086. The wind decame more trouble- 
some as the riflemen finished their dinner and as- 
sembled at the longerranges. The mosquitoes were 
thicker and larger, and upset all records. The 
result of the shooting at this stage was 
greatly inferior to that hitherto accomplished by 
the team. The score of the best 12 men at 800 
yards was 346; at 900 yards, 340, and at 1,000 yards, 
310, making a total of 996. The score at the first 
stage was 1,086, making a total in both stages of 
2,082. This is 54 points better than their score on 
Tuesday. 149 points better than that of the Ameri- 
rans on tbe same day, and 26 points Jess than the 
British score on Wednesday, Following are the

Thomas McGrath, a wealthy widower, who 
resided with his daughter and son, at No. 64

Mars. DAVIDSON’S CASE. 


CORONER BRADY’S ACTION TO BE REVIEWED 
BY THE SUPREME COURT. 

A writ of certiorari for the review of the 
action of Coroner Brady in holding George L. Da- 
vidson and Dr. Theodore Young Kinne, on a charge 
of malpractice upon Mrs. Mary Davidson, the 
wife of George L. Davidson, was granted by Judge 
Potter, in Supreme Court,Chambers, yesterday. It is 
made returnable on Monday next, The petition for 
the writ contains a remarkable attack upon Coroner 
Brady, who is charged with having acted in viola- 
tion of the rights cf Dr. Kinne and Mr. Davidson, 


and in a manner showing that he was ignorant of 
the elementary principles of tbe rules of evidence, 
and, generaily, of the duties of nis office. It is first 
averred that the child of Mrs. Davidson was still- 
born and was so pronounced by Deputy Coroner 
Messemer, and there was therefore no necessity 
for au inquest to be held over it. The Coroner 
showed his .utter ignorance further, it is 
declared, by admitting in evidence before him 
what he called an ante-mortem statement 
made by Mrs. Davidson, although in the opening of 
that document was the assertion of that lady that 
she did not consider herself in a dyi condition. 
The Coroner is also charged. with having intruded 
himself into a cell in Police Head-quarters, in whieh 
Mr. Davidson was confined, and with having in- 
duced that gentleman, who was suffering from 
mental anguish resulting trom his unlawful impris- 
onment on a false charge of perpetrating a revolt- 
ing crime, to make a statement which he 
(the Coroner) wrote out in a_— garbled 
and  invorrect manner. This statement, 
thus illegally procured and distorted, the Coroner, 
it is charged, unlawtully and against the protest of 
the counsel for Mr. Davidson read to himself as 
a magistrate as evidence against that gentleman. 
In further proof of Coroner Brady’s alleged dogged 
determination to violate the plainest elementary 
rules of evidence it is asserted that he received as 
evidence against the petitioners a conversation 
which took place between a chamber-maid 
and a detective, in the Fifth-Avenue Ho- 
tel, at a time when neither of the petition- 
ers Was present. As to the merits of the 
charge against the petitioners, they allege that 
no criminal act has been committed by them: 
that the infant of Mrs. Davidson was still-born, and 
that its birth was the result of her weak condi- 
tion, produced by congestive chills and inflamma- 
tion. Mr. Davidson declares that he dearly loves 
his wife, and would never bea party tothe com- 
mission of crime. On behalf of Dr. Kinne the 
petition asserts that he is an honorable physician. 
and that he is “annoyed by the unjust and wicked 
imputation cast upon him, when no medical man 
dare say that an unlawful act, either instrumental 
or otherwise, was perpetrated’? on Mrs. Davidson. 
In conclusion the petition says: ** Coronor Brady’s 
conduct and entire course throughout the illegal 
proceedings instituted and carried on by him are 
illegal, and the unwarranted course he has pur- 
sued should subject him to impeachment for de- 
priving citizens of their liberty.” 

To his friends in Paterson Dr. Theodore Y. 
inne says that he never used either medicines or 
instruments to relleve Mrs. George L. Davidson 
from her trouble; that in his frequent cails upon 
her he found that nature was operating Guite as 
effectively as could be desired, and that her de- 
livery was effected without any artificial aid 
whatever, although if her pains had been prolonged 
a few hours longer it would have been necessary 
to resort to extreme measures to save her life. 
The medicines he administered were chiefly ano- 
dynes, such as morphine, in homeopathic doses, to 
quiet her and relieve her from pain.

THE BREWERS’ REWARD OF $1,000. 

Col. Henry H. Hadley, Secretary of the 
Business Men's Society for the Encouragement of 
Moderation, yesterday made a formal demand 
upon the Association of United Lager Beer Brew- 
ers of New-York City, for the reward of $1,000 of- 
fered by the association for any adulterations 
which might be detected in their beer. This re- 
ward was offered ina card which appeared in the 
daily newspapers of Aug. 16, signed by each mem- 
ber of the association. The $1,000 was offered to 
auy person who should detect * any poisonous or 
deleterious ingredients, or any adulterations 
whatever in the lager beer brewed, and as brewed 
by any member of our association."’ Col. Hadley 
demands the reward upon the alleged grounds that 
he bas detected the fact that Hermann B. Schar- 
mann, President of the Brewers’ Association, adul- 
terates. or causes to be adulterated, the lager beer 
brewed in his brewery, known as the brewery of 
Gliick & Scharmann, at No.371 Pulaski-street, Brook- 
lyn, Eastern District, by the use of glucose in targe 
proportions. Inhis formal demand for the * imme- 
diate payment” of the $1,00U, Col. Hadley says that 
the reward is claimed ‘in the hope of elevating 
the standard of lager beer in this City and vicinity, 
and with the belief that the majority of your mem- 
bers have reason to be pruud of their product, and 
nothing to fear from investigation.’ To show that 
the claim is not made for personal gain, the claim-

MULES SAIL FOR ALEXANDRIA. 

The steam-ship Castalia, of the Anchor Line, 
on which the mules purchased by the British Gov- 
ernment for the Egyptian campaign were shipped, 
sailed from Pier No. 21 North River shortly after 
noon yesterday. The vigilance of the watchmen 
and the Police was kept up until the lines of the 
steamer had been cast off. There were nearly 500 
mules on the upper decks of the Castalia carefully 
placed in padded stalis. The greater number of 
these only reached here yesterday morning. The 
Castalia carries other freight in her hold. Her voy- 
age to Alexandria wil! occupy about a fortnight, 
and it is thought that very few of the mules, which 
were all in good condition when shipped, will die 
during the voyage. The general belief seems to 
prevail that the dynamite party had no intention 
of blowing up the Castalia, and that the British 
Government and the agents of the Anchor Line 
merely took precautions in order to make sure of 
their property. It was stated yesterday that when 
the Castalia arrived here to load the mules three 
weeks ago the British Consul received a letter 
stating that ata meeting of the committee which 
handles the Rossa skirmishing fund it was pro- 
pused to blow up this steamer with dynamite, but 
that the majority were cpposed to the plan.

WHAT THE BOX CAPTURED IN 


THURSDAY’S RAID PROVED. 

A LIST OF THE POLICY SHOPS WHOSE HEAD- 
QUARTERS WERE AT NO. 599 BROADWAY 
—THE CIPHER USED IN TRANSACTING 
TUEIR BUSINESS. 
The strong box in Room No. 1 at No. 599 
Broadway, where a raid to capture “ policy” oper- 
ators and evidence against them was made on 
Thursday by Central Office detectives, was opened 
yesterday. In it were various papers relating to 
lottery and ** policy” business, but they are consid- 
ered worthless as evidence against the prisoners, 
Clark or McGuire, and the obstinate witness, Tul- 


ly. who were held by Justice Bixby. Still, it is pos- 
sible that they may be used in the prosecution of 
Clark, to prove that the premises were used for 
“policy” gambling. Among the papers were 
many *' books,”’ as the sheets of manifold used in 
policy shops to record transactions are called, but 
there was nothing on them to indicate from what 
*‘policy’’ shops they came or when they were used. 
Some of them were da ed March 28, but it is uncer- 
tain whether they were used last March or in any 
other year. The most interesting documents found 
were lists of places which experts declare to be 
lists of ‘* policy” shops, in which George Upping- 
ton, the reputed head of the concern at No. 599 
Broadway, is interested. The lists are not dated, 
and it is probable that some of the places men- 
tioned may no longer exist, while it is evident that 
at one time “policy” slips were sold there. The 
first list is as follows, the name at the beginning of 
each paragraph being, it is said, the sub-contractor 
who manages the shops afterward named:

THE ‘‘ KICKERS’ OF THE JULY WHEAT DEAL 
ATTEMPT TO COMPROMISE. 

CuIcaGo, Sept. 8.—An effort was made to- 
day to bring about a peaceable adjustment of the 
trouble between the longs and shorts in the July 
wheat deal. Among the large number of shorts 
who postponed settling their contracts pending 
the report of the Board of Trade settling commit- 
tee only a few have thus far resorted to the courts 


—perhaps not above 20, all toid. It is the shorts 
whe are not disposed to litigate who attended the 
compromise meeting to-day, the object being to 
agree on some basis of adjustment satisfactory to all 
concerned. The meeting was held in secret,and there 
was a large attendance. After some time had 
been spent in canvassing the situation, a resolution 
was offered providing for a settlement on the basis 
of the committee’s report, viz., $1 35 per bushel. 
This resolution was voted down, and a committee 
was appointed to confer with Messrs. Armour & 
Kershaw and endeavor to adjust matters ata 
lower price. It is not easy to see how this can be 
done, as upward of 1,000,000 bushels have been set- 
tled on the basis of $1 35 since the report of the 
committee was presented, and it would be mani- 
festly unfair for Armour & Kershaw to offer to 
the ‘ kickers” concessions which the square deal- 
ers did not even ask for. 

Another duty devolving upon the committee ap- 
pointed at to-day’s meeting isto wait upon the 
Board of Directors and secure the postponement 
of any action under the rules of the Board of 
Trade on the defaulted contracts. In the cases of 
the shorts who have obtained temporary injunc- 
tions the Directors cannot at present enforce the 
rules relative to defaults, but there are a large 
number of shorts who do not want to goto law 
ani who do not want to be suspended for non- 
fulfillment of contracts, and it is this element 
which is trying to effect a compromise. 
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THE STOLEN BONDS FROM ST. LOUIS. 

Inspector Byrnes yesterday received a dis- 
patch from Chief of Police Campbell, of St. 
Louis, requesting him to hold Galleo and Allegeo, 


the Italians arrested on Thursday while endeavor- 
ing to negotiate United States4 per cent. bonds, 
alleged to nave been obtained from a resident of 
St. Louis by two confidence men, and informing 
him that a requisition was on its way to this City. 


The securities obtained by the confidence men con- | 


sisted of a $1,000 bond, No. 93,585; three $500 bonds,

In the possession of 
Allegeo was a $1,000 4 per cent. bond, the number 
of which was notin the list. It is therefore sup- 
posed that some of the stolen bonds were disposed 
of by the accused men for the bord found on 
Allegeo. Galleo was remanded for examination, 
and Allegeo was released on depositing the $1,000 
bond as security for his appearance at the exam- 
ination.
